WEW AND SERIOUS CHARGES 
AGAINST ARABI PASHA. 
QULEIMAN DAOUD SWEARS THAT HE WAS OR- 
DERED TO BURN ALEXANDRIA AND MUR- 
DER THE KHEDIVE—THE ANGLO-TURK- 

ISH NEGOTIATIONS. 

Catro, Nov. 15.—The Committee of 
{nquiry up to this time have examined 135 
witnesses and interrogated 126 rebel prisoners. 
Mussa-el-Akad and Suleiman Daoud arrived 
here last evening and are now imprisoned in 
the old Daira building. They will be tried 
separately on charges of complicity in the 
burning of Alexandria. Suleiman Daoud was 
examined before the Prosecution Committee 
to-day. He admitted that he gave the order 
to fire Alexandria, but alleged that he 
had received peremptory orders to do so 
from Arabi Pasha, who, when a_ gen- 
tral conflagration was not at first ap- 
parent, sent Mahmoud Sami _ several 
times, with instructions to Suleiman to fire 
more points atatime. Suleiman further al- 
leged that when the Ramleh Palace was sur- 
rounded by troops on July 12 Arabi ordered 
him to murder the Khédive. Hesitating 
to comply, he was taunted with cow- 
ardice, and, thereupon, accompanied by four 
soldiers, he started for the palace, but on 


the way he met Sultan Pasha, who prevailed 
upon kim to return and rediscuss the matter 
with Arabi. It is stated that Nouri Bey, who 
commanded the troops surrounding Ramleh, 
has given evidence which corroborates that of 
Suleiman Daoud. Suleiman Daoud asks to be 
confronted with Arabi Pasha in public. He 
dares Arabi to deny the statements he made 
before the Prosecution Committee to-day. 

One of the Lieutenants of the False Prophet 
has been captured and hanged. 

CONSTANTINOPLE, Nov. 15.—The Judge of 
the British Consular Court here has received 
instructions from Lord Granville to proceed 
to Alexandria to try several important cases. 

The British Government has definitely de- 
clined to entertain the renewed proposal of the 
Porte, recently made through Musurus Pasha, 
Turkish Ambassador at London, for the dis- 
patch of Server Pasha to Egyptas Ottoman 
Commissioner. 

SvxEz, Nov. 15.—One thousand troops, com- 
posing a portion of the expedition to the Sou- 
dan, have left here for Suakin. A second por- 
tion will follow soon,

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THE WESTPHALIA MYSTERY. 
WHE MISSING STEAM-SHIP SEEN TO SINK BY 

THE WESTPHALIA’S THIRD OFFICER. 
Lonpon, Nov. 15.—A dispatch from New- 
Aaven states that the third officer, two quar- 
termasters and three seamen, constituting the 
erew of the boat sent from the Westphalia in 
search of the steamer which was in coliision 
with the Westphalia, have been landed there 
by a Belgian pilot-boat. They report having 
seen the other steamer sink with all bands. 
The third officer of the Westphalia says that 
after pulling about for nearly two hours he 
saw the vessel go down about 200 yards dis- 
tant, but was unable to ascertain her name or 


nationality. He saw flames burst forth from 
the steamer before she sank. . 

PortsmMovuTH, Nov. 15.—The Westphalia was 
surveyed in the dock to-day. The damage on 
the starboard side extends from the stem to 40 
feet aft, and on the port side from the stem to 
15 feet aft. The hole on tha port side is 9 feet 
across. A large piece of the steamer with 
which she was in collision, inciuding some 
frames, is sticking in the hole. The Westphalia’s 
stem appears to be sound. The vessels seem to 
have met stem to stem. After striking the 
Westphalia on the port side, it is probable that 
the other steamer swung ground and scraped 
along the Westphalia’s starboard side. ‘lhe 
latter vessel, despite the extensive damage she 
received, according to the latest account, 
waited six hours before making for a port of 
refuge. ’ 

PHILADELPHIA, Nov. 15.—Some apprehen- 
sion has been felt lest the ill-fated vessel which 
eame into collision with the Westphalia off 
Beachyhead should prove to be the Red Star 
steamer Nederland, which sailed from 
Antwerp for New-York at 1 o’ciock last Satur- 
day and passed Flushing four hours later. 
The agents of the line here are confident that 
the Nederland must have passed Beachyhead 
on Sunday several hours before the West- 
pbalia came into collision there.

Lonpow, Nov. 15.—The Leeds Mercury 
says the resignation by Lord Selborne of the 
Lord High Chancellorship is undoubtedly im- 
minent. 

A correspondent at Paris says he hears from 
an authentic source that the Russian Govern- 
ment has decided to suppress all its embassies 
and legations in Germany, with the exception 
of these at Berlin and Stuttgart. 

CONSTANTINOPLE, Nov. 15.—The Russian 
Acting Consul-General in Eastern Roumelia, 
who has made himself obnoxious to Aleko 


Pasha, the Governor-General of the Province, 
by his unreasonable demands, will be recalled. 
Maprip, Nov. 15.—Some of the newspapers 
here announce that Spain has resolved to take 
oossession of the port of Santa Cruz de Mar 
Pequefia, on the coast of Morocco, and that a 
force of 500 men will soon embark at Cadiz and 
proceed to Morocco via the Canary Islands. 

The principal Conservative newspapers con- 
demn the idea of abstention from participation 
in the elections advocated by some journals of 
the party. They say that at the utmost the 
Conservatives should only abstain from the 
ele tions for Councils-Genersa! = districts where 
the Governmental infiuence is overwhelming. 

A royal decree has been issued summoning 
the Cortes to mect on Dec. 4. 

Paris, Nov. 15.--M. Duclere, President of 
the Counci] and Minister of Foreign Affairs, 
to-day informed several Deputies that the 
Government would soon present to the Cham- 
bers a bill ratifying the treaties concluded by 
M. de Brazza. Meanwhile the Government, he 
said, had taken measures to prevent the occu- 
pation by other powers of the territories in 
Africa to which the treaties related. 

It is declared, despite contradictions, that 
President Grévy had apoplectic attacks on 
Monday and Tuesday. ‘There have been simi- 
lar reports previousiy, but thev proved to have 
been circulated merely for Bourse purposes. 
The official account admits that President 
Grévy was slightly unweil on Monday, but 
says he was able to preside at a meeting of the 
Cabinet on Tuesday.

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PATRICK JOYCE CONVICTED. 
ONE OF THE JOYCE MURDERERS SENTENCED 
TO BE HANGED. 

Dusty, Nov. 15.—Patrick Joyce, whose 
trial for the murder of the Joyce family began 
on Monday, was to-day found guilty and sen- 
tenced to be hanged on the 15th of December. 
Judge Barry’s charge to the jury was 
pointedly adverse to the prisoner, The 
jury only deliberated eight minutes before 


bringing in their verdict. Joyce heard the 
verdict calmly. When asked if he had any- 
thing toa say against the passing of sentence 
upon him, he exclaimed: ‘‘ I am nog guilty.” 
He will be banged in the Galway Jail. 

After Joyce had been sentenced the trial of 
Patrick Casey was begun, a new jury being im- 
paneled, Casey, who is a_ fierce-looking 
man, was indicted for murdering Bridget 
Joyce, The Attorney-General stated the 
case for the prosecution, emphasizing 
the fact that the prisoner was 
one of three men who broke into the Joyces’ 
house, armed with ashovel-handle with an 
iron ring attached.

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BRAVE BEAR HANGED, 


THE INDIAN MURDERER OF JOSEPH JOHNSON 
SUFFERS THE DEATH PENALTY. 

YaNnxKtTON, Dakota, Nov. 15.—Brave Bear, & 
Sioux Indian, was hanged to-day for the murder of 
Joseph Johnson near Fort Sully in 1879. He was 
taken from the jail to the United States Mar- 
shal’s office in one of the upper rooms 
at noon, and owas there bound with 
straps, his feet being left free so that 
he could walk to the scaffold. After his arms were 
pinioned he called tor a man who could speak the 
Indian language, and with but little delay an in- 


terpreter was procured from the outside, and Brave 
Bear had a few moments’ private conversation 
with him in the Sioux language. He made 
no confession, but did net deny the deed for which 
he was convicted. He asked the interpreter to 
send word to his people to make no atteenpt to 
avenge his death, to kill no horses, and to 
omit all the customary mourning exercises. 
He also asked that the message which he had sent 
1o kis people be conveyed tothe President of the 
United States in order that the Great father might 
know that he had given good advice. At the con- 
clusion of his talk Brave Bea? was led to the place 
of execution, just outside the building. 

He mounted the seaffold with a firm tread and 
stood upon thetrap which was so soon to drop 
from beneath him and hurl} him into eternity. 
His legs were securely pinioned by straps, the 
rope was adjusted about his neck, and 
the awful moment had = almost arrived. 
The black cap was drawn over his face, and then 
most of the attendants stepped back to the sides 
of the platform. Brave Bear was beginning to 
weaken, and it was necessary fora couple of officers 
to stand near to sustain him. In his nervous 
agitation he caught hold of the drooping rope as it 
swungin front of him, and clung to it with the 
fingers of his pinioned hands. An officer re- 
leased his hold and moved the rope’ back 
out of his reach. Tnus he stood, bound 
hand and foot, with nis head covered by the black 
Gan, awaiting the signal which was to send him to 
instant death. A priest advanced to his side, 
whispered a few words of prayer, and then 
stepped back to the edge of the platform. The 
officer in charge pulle@ a string which rang a bell 
in the Marshal’s office. The man concealed within 
the room, in response to the signal, jerked the rope 
attached to the trigger under the scaffold, and at 
12:30 o’clock the drop fell. The Indian shot through 
the opening, and as the rope puiled taut there was 
a cracking sound. He struggied for a few mo- 
ments, but the end came quickly. 

Soon there was nothing but the convulsive 
twitching of the muscles, and in 15 minutes from 
the time the drop fell Brave Bear was pro- 
nounced dead by. the attending physicians. 
Fifteen minutes later the body was cut 
down and delivered to an undertaker, who 
caused itto be buried inthe Catholic cemetery. 
There was little excitement attending the execu- 
tion, everything being orderly and passing off with- 
out aecident. Thisis the first instance where an 
Indian has been hanged in Dakota for a crime 
againsi a white man. 
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THE CRIMINAL WORLD. 
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MARY BOOTH’S SENTENCE COMMUTED—A 
DOOR-KEEPER SHOT. 

RicHMOND, Va., Nov. 15.—Gov. Cameron 
to-day decided to commute to imprisonment for 
life the death sentence of Mary Booth, a colored 
girl, who was convicted in Surry County, Va., 
of poisoning the wife of R. C. Gray and his over- 
seer, Mr. Jones. She was to have been hanged on 
Friday. 

Newport, Nov. 15.—D. B. Allen, charged 
with the death of 8. P. Belmor on board the United 


States steamer Plymouth, was arraigned by the 
civil authorities this morning on a charge of man- 
slaughter. He pleaded rot guilty, and, in detault 
of $10,000 bail, was committed to await the action 
of the Grand Jury. 

LITTLE Rock, Ark., Nov. 15.—During a per- 
formance of Cole’s circus at Leonoke, on the Mem- 
phis and Little Rock Railroad, Tuesday night, the 
door-keeper, Michael Longmire, was shot fatally 
by one of a party of ten whom the Police were at- 
tempting to put out of the tent for refusing to pro- 
duce tickets. ‘The shot, it is believed, was fired by 
Ezra King, of Leonoke, who escaped. Longmire 
ied on the way to Little Rock this morning, He 
lived near Des Moines, Iowa, and leaves a widow 
and three children. 


Wasuinaton, Nov. 15.—The Grand Jury 
to-day returned five indictments against Benjamin 
¥F. Bigelow, in addition to eigbt indictments found 
yesterday, charging him with embezzling the funds 
of the National Bank of the Republic. The case 
had been set down for trial in the Criminal Court 
to-day, but upon representations of his counsel 
that Bigelow was unable from illness to leave his 
room, the hearing went over. 

Boston, Nov. 15—Benjamin A. Parker, aged 
24, has been held in $2,500 at North Berwick, Me., 
for setting fire to his own house with inteat to de- 
fraud the Royal Insurance Compny, of Liverpool, 
and in $5,000 on the charge of arson in burning an- 
other dwelling-bouse in 1881. It is believed Parser 
has burned one school-house, two stables, ana two 
dwellings within two years. 
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PERILS OF THE SEA. 

Boston, Nov. 15.—The barkentine Mer- 
cedita, Preston, from Pascagoula for Boston was in 
the bay yesterday with the loss of her jibboom, 
bowsprit, and some sails. She had been in collision 
with the schooner Sullivan Saiven, from Boston 
for Wood’s Holl, at Hyannis, with damage. 

Sr. Joun, Newfoundland, Nov. 15.—The 
brigantine Emeline, from Montreal to St. John, 
with a general cargo, was totally lost at Ferryland 
Head, on Wednesdzy night. The crew were saved. 
The vesse! was owned by Philip Hutchins, of this 
city. 

Lonpon, Nov. 15.—The German bark Alster, 
Capt. vers, from San Francisco Sept. 9, for 
Queenstown, has taken refuge at V alparaiso. She 
is leaking badly. She partly jettisoned her cargo. 
She will discharge for repairs. ‘ 

The Hamburg-American Line steamer Gellert, 
which left Hamburg Nov. t for New-York, and put 
back to Plymouth with the loss of two blades ot 
her propeller, will go into dock at Vevonport on 
Friday, the Government having removed an iron- 
clad from the dock to accommodate her. The re- 
pairs wil probably be finished by Saturday.

THE ALABAMA LEGISLATURE. 

MontTGomeERY, Nov. 15.—The Senate organ- 
ized to-day by the election of George P. Harrison 
as President, and W. C. Clay as Secretary. In the 
House W. F. Foster was elected Speaker, and D. 
W. Mclver Secretary. Both branches of the Legis- 
lature are Democratic by immense majorities. Gov. 
Cobb’s Message was sent into both houses. It 


makes a fine exhihit of the State's affairs. The bond- 
ed dent of the State is $9,407,800, and the annual 
interest $344.000. The amount of cash in the Treas- 
ury on Oct. 1, the end of the last fiscal year, was 
$421,000. There has been a eonsiderable increase 
in the assessed value of property in the State— 
nearly 25 percent. in the last three years. A re- 
duction of taxation is recommended, as the State 
expenses have been greatly reduced in the last few 
years, and after paying every claim there has been 
a surplus at the end of each year. The greater part 
of the Message is devoted to recommendations to 
the Legislature, and a review of the public institu- 
tions of the State, which are all in good condition. 
The Message. on the whole, gives great satisfac- 
tion, and shows the State to be on the bigk road to 
a prosperous fnturea 
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PARTIES IN THE SENATE 
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THE BALANCE OF POWER HELD 
BY THE 17WO READJUSTERS. 

ANOTHER CONTEST FOR OFFICES POSSIBLE 
NEXT MARCH—-THE TWO GREAT PAR- 
TIES EVENLY DIVIDED—MAHONE’S AND 
RIDDLEBERGER’8 VOTES NECESSARY TO 
MAKE A MAJORITY. 

Wasuineton, Nov. 15.—The Republicans 
will be unable to secure a majority vote upon 
any question in the Senate during the two 
years beginning March 4, 1883, without the as- 
sistance of a Reudjuster or some other Senator 
outside of their party ranks, and it is probable 
that two additional votes will be needed. The 
Senate is composed of 76 members, who 
are now classified politically as follows: 
Thirty-seven Republicans, 37 Demo- 
crats, 1 Readjuster, and 1 Independent, 
who is the presiding officer, On _ the 
3d of March next, 26 of these Senators will re- 
tire—11 Republicans, 14 Democrats, and 1 In- 
dependent. Eight of the places to be vacated 
have already been provided for by the election 
of three Republicans—Messrs. Wilson, Dolph, 
and Anthony—four Democrats—Messrs. Beck, 
Gibson, Lamar, and Colquitt—and one Read- 
juster—Mr. Riddleberger. The Legislatures 
by which the remaining vacancies will be 


filled areso constituted that of the 18 seats, 7 
will surely be filled by Republicans and 9 will 
surely be filled by Democrats, so that without 
taking into account either Colorado or Ne- 
braska, the Senate after March 3, 18583, will be 
composed of 36 Republicans, 36 Democrats, 
and 2 Readjusters. Itis very probable, how- 
ever, if not “potere 4 bevond question, that 
Colorado will elect a Republican. In the new 
Nebraska Legislature, the Republicans can be 
outvoted by a combination of Democrats 
and Anti-Monopolists, If this combination 
should elect an Independent and Colora- 
do a_ Republican, there would be 37 
Republicans, 36 Democrats, 2 Readjusters, and 
1 Independent. Under the most favorable cir- 
cumstances, then, there will be no more than 
88 Republicans, which is one less than a ma- 
jority, while it is possible that the number 
will‘ not exceed 36. It is expected that the 
number will be 37, so that both Readjusters 
will be needed tosecure a majority vote. 

Itis probable that a special session of the 
Senate, will be called to begin on March 4, 
1833, for the purpose of choo-ing a presiding 
officer, Mr. David Davis will preside unti 
that time, and the Republicans will undertake, 
it is thought, to elect Senator Anthony to suc- 
ceed him. The Senate committees are now in 
the hands of the Republicans, but the offices 
are held by Democrats. This was the 
apportionment decided upon by Senator Davis. 
If Colorado should elect a Republican, the Re- 
publicans and the Readjusters would be able 
to organize the Senate and elect its officers. 
When a ticket for the offices was prepared last 
year Senator Mahone’s interest was represent- 
ed by Mr. Riddleberger as candidate for Ser- 
geant-at-Arms, This gentieman will be a 
Senator on March 4, 1883, While 
the country will not expect to see 
next Spring another long struggle like 
that of the special session of 1881, the possibili- 
ty of another contest over tie offices will add 
interest to the first session of the new Senate, 
whenever that sessiou shall be held. Mr. 
George C. Gorham is stilla candidate for the 
office of Secretary of the Senate, and it is 
said by some persons that he will be selected 
and supported by the Republican caucus. He 
will be supported by Senators Mahone and 
Riddleberger, the two SNeadjusters, whose 
votes wili be needed. 
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THE NEW-YORK OFFICES, 
SECRETARY FOLGER SAYS COLLECTOR ROB- 
ERTSON IS NOT TO BE REMOVED, 

Wasnineton, Nov. 15.—If the President 
has been urged by New-York Stalwarts speed- 
ily and peremptorily to remove Collector Rob- 
ertson and other Federal office-holders who do 
not satisfy some of the Stalwarts and their 
newspaper organs, it does not appear after in- 
quiry here that the matter has yet been dis- 
cussed with his official advisers im the Cabinet. 
A New-York Republican who pretended to 
know something about the subject having said 
only yesterday that he had no doubt that Col- 
lector Robertson will be soon removed—“ as 
he deserves to be,” he added—and hav- 
ing further declared that Secretary Folger 
was aware of the President’s intention to re- 
move the Collector and had expressed his ap- 
proval of it, Secretary Folger was to-day asked 
whether he knew it to be a fact that the re- 
moval was to be made. ‘I have not heard of 
it,” he replied, ‘‘ and do not believe it is to be 
done,’”? and then he made some general com- 
plaints about the errors into which newspapers 
had fallen in predicting removals, The sub- 
stance of his statement about Judge Robertson 
was that the reports about his removal have 
no foundaticn in fact. 
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NOTES FROM WASHINGTON, 
WASHINGTON, Nov. 15, 1882, 

The receipts from internal revenue to-day 
were $394,078 78, and from Customs $698,428 82. 

The national bank notes received for re- 
demption to-day amounted to $342,000. 

The Postmaster-General to-day promoted 
Mr. F. N. Bassett to be Chief Clerk, to fill the 


vacancy caused by the resignation of Mr. 
Frank Howe. Mr. R. 8S. Boswell was appoint- 
ed stenographer of the department. 

Thomas A. Foote, one of the men charged 
with attempting to influence members of the 
star route jury, gave himself up to the Marshal 
this afternoon and was taken to the Police 


Court, where he furnished bail in $2,000 and 
was released. 


It is reported by the Secret Service Division 
that a good counterfeit of the Bland silver dol- 


lar is being extensively circulated throughout 
the country. The coin is heavily plated and 
resists the acid test, unless itis very deeply cut 
before the acid is applied. It is considered a 
dangerous counterfeit. 

Secretary Folger has received a report from 
Mr. Graham, Surveyor of the Port of New- 
York, on the results of weighing imported mer- 
chandise under charge of the Government since 
the abrogation of the contract with Albert 
Daggett, which shows a saving to the Govern- 
ment at the rate of $60,000 per annum over the 
amount paid under the Daggett contract. 

United States Commissioner C. 8S. Bundy, of 
this city, who, while acting as Police Judge, 
committed a lawyer named Newton to the 
dock for disorderly conduct, thereby incurring 
the public censure of the Bar Association, has 
entered suit for libel against the association, 
claiming damages to the amount of $50,000, 
Some novel points are raised in this suit, and 
the result is awaited with interest by lawyers.

Some misunderstanding seems to exist with 
regard to the time for the next meeting of the 


Committee of Waysand Means. Mr. John M. 
Carson, clerk of that committee. makes the 
following explanation: On the 18th of last 
July the House passed a resolution authorizing 
the committee te sit during the recess, and in- 
structing them to assemble at Washington for 
the consideration of revenue measures on the 
second Tuesday in November. Subsequently, 
the members of the committee had a tacit un- 
derstauding that the meeting should not take 
place until the 20th or 2ist of November, for 
the reason that the day fixed by the resolution 


followed so closely upon the day of general 
election, that members living at a distance 
could not conveniently reach Washington in 
time. In accordance with this general under- 


standing, and by direction of the Chairman, 
Judge Kelley, Mr. Carson to-day notified the 
members of the committee to assemble here on 
Monday next, Noy. 20, at noon, 


Secretary Teller was at his desk this morn- 
ing. He has just returned from Colorado, 


and, speaking of the results of the election in 
that State, he asserts that the Republicans 
have won a substantial victory. Still, the 
Secretary believes that disaffection and bad 
faith of certain Republican leaders in State 
politics caused a heavy loss in the Republican 
vote and defeated Mr. Campbell, the candidate 
for Governor. In the nominating convention 
the Secretary says these men had pledged 
themselves to support the candidates selected, 
yet as soon as it appeared that their slate was 
defeated they bolted and used every means to 
defeat the regular ticket. The Secretary added 
that more money had been spent for election 
purposes in Colorado this year than at any 
previous election, fully $150,000 having been 
spent by the disaffected Republicans. 
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GHNERAL RAILWAY NEWS. 
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TROUBLES OF THE WEST SHORE ROAD— 
MISCELLANEOUS NOTES. 
Syracuse, Nov. 15.—The officers of the 
New-York, West Shore, and Buffalo Railroad make 
the following statement in regard to the dispute 
over the Chenango Valley Railroad: “In April 
last an agreement was made between the West 
Shore Company and the Receiver of the Chenango 
Valley Company for a crossing at Syracuse. In 
accordance with that agreement both tracks of 
the West Shore Road were laid across the tracks 


of the Chenango Valley Road. A _ dispute has 
arisen about the contro! of a small piece of ground 
in Syracuse, of which the West Shore Company 
has for the last year owned one-half and of which 
the Chenango Valley Company formerly owned the 
other haif. The West Shore Company afterward 
acquired the Chenango Valley Company’s half by 
the usual condemnation proceedings, which cer- 
tain bondholders of the latter company are trying 
to contest. 

** While the West Shore Company was proceeding 
to teardown anold building on this lot, the Re- 
ceiver of the Chenango Valley Company endeay- 
ored to prevent the work, and has made attempts 
to interfere with the West Shore Company’s use of 
the railway crossing. He has been enjoined by the 
courts trom further interference. The West Shore 
Company has purchased the land for al) its rights 
of way and laid itsdouble tracks continuously for 
two-thirds of the length of its route through the 
city and across the lot named.” 


Boston, Nov. 15.—A committee of Directors 
and bondholders of the Toledo, Ciucinnati and 
St. Louis Railroad Company met here this after- 
noon. It was proposed to raise $800,000 to put the 
road in first-class working order, the money to be 
raised on coupon bonds of the company. There 
was no opposition to this plan, and it was stated 
that many of the largest parties interested had 
been consulted and had agreed to the project, ex- 
pressing their willingness to become responsible 
for the suin of $10,000 and upward each. The $800,- 
0U0 is to be covered by bonds at8 percent. The 
bonds are to run five years, but can be redeemed 
after two Years at the option of the company. 
This sum is to provide for interest and oe 
ments and is in addition to the $375,000 already pro- 
vided for, but includes the $100,000 determined 
upon at the last Directors’ meeting. The commit- 
tee received at the meeting an assurance of a 
large subscription from several of its members, 
and some of the prominent bondholders of the 
road have already.expressed their willingness to 
take'a large amount of the new bonds. Mr. E. B. 
Phillips, of the Eastern Road, was present at the 
meeting, but will not announce his decision in re- 
gard to the Presidency of the road until the early 
part of next week. 

At the annual meeting of the Boston and Provi- 
dence Railroad Company to-day the present Board 
of Directors and the other officers were re-elected. 
‘The annnal report, which has been already pub- 
lished, was presented and accepted. 


OMAHA, Nov. 15.—The Union Pacific offi- 
cials state in regard to the trouble with the Iowa 
Trunk Lines Association over Nevada fre ght, that 
there has been a tariff in existence for ten years, 
which when. first published allowed the lowa 
trunk lines {their proportion of the Sacramento 
rate upon freight forall points in Nevada. This 
freight has always been billed by the Union 
Pacific at their proportion of the Sacra- 
mento rate, but the arbitrary rate charged by the 
Central Pacific on its business forced nearly ali to 
San Francisco, either by rail or water 
routes. The Central Pacific, however, re- 
duced the arbitrary rates to make it be- 
come practicapdle to ship from the East 
direct. The Union Pacific has asked nothing of the 
trunk lines more than it has enjoyed for the 10 
years. past, which is simply to Dill this 
Nevada freight at the respective pro- 
portions of the Sacramento rate for each line east 
of Ogden. Several Union Pacific officials have 
started for Chicago to explain and do away with 
the misunderstanding.

DISQUALIFIED BY LAW. 


New-Orueans, Nov. 


Orleans voted for a Mayor, 4 Administrators, 
4 Wardens, and 50 Councilmen to establish a 
new form of city charter adopted Ly the Legis- 
lature at its recent session at Baton Rouge, 
The Democrats carried the election by a vote 
of 5to 1, none but Democrats being chosen. 
The law fixes Monday next as the period when 


the new City Government shall assume con- 
trol. A caucus had been heid and it was de- 
termined to choose the Hon. Thomas J. 
Semmes, an emineat Jawyer of the Third 
Ward and ex-Confederate State Senator, Pres- 
ident of the Councii, a position which would 
make him Mayor pro tem. To-day, like a 
flash of lightning in aclear sky, appeared in 
the evening papers a communication from Mr. 
Semmes in which he says: 


‘*My attention having been called by the press to 
the provisions of the eighteenth section of the new 
city charter, I have determined to resign the office 
of Councilman. That section provides ‘that no 
member of the Council shall be directly or indirectly 
interested in any work, business, or contract, the 
expense or price or consideration of which is paid 
from the City Treasury, or by an assessment levied 
by an orninance or resolution of the Council.’ Asa 
stockholder of the New-Orleans Gas-light Company, 
I am indirectly interested in a contract w:th the 
city. As an attorney having charge of suits and 
claims against the city, to be paid by assessments 
to be levied by the Council. I have an indirect in- 
terest in the contracts I am seeking to inforce. 
Indeed, this section disqualifies for office the holder 
of any city obligation. My business affairs are 
such, I cannot, without great sacrifice, remove the 
disqualification.”’ 

Mr. Semmes’s interpretation of the law will 
probably disqualify several other members of 
the City Government, among them, it is al- 
leged, Mr. Behan, the newly elected Mayor, 
who isa judgment creditor of the city under 
an old contract for lighting the suburban por- 
tion of town with coal oil.

CHICAGO MARKETS IRREGULAR. 


GRAIN GENERALLY 


TAME, 
HIGHER. 


CuicaGco, Nov. 15.—The leading produce 
markets were again very irregular to-day. Grain 
was generally stronger on the fact of smaller re- 
ceipts, though wheat was tame, and provisions 
were generally higher, except on November pork. 
The tendency in most directions was to an ad- 
vance, largely on local reasons. Provisions were 
irregular, with fair activity in trading. November 
pork was weak, declining 2244 cents, and closed 10 
cents lower than on Tuesday afternoon, Other de- 


liveries of pork were strong in the forenoon, fell 
back, and improved at the close to 
20 cents above the latest prices of Tues- 
day. Lard for this month declined 15 cents, but 
closed at 5cents higher than Tuesday, while fu- 
tures closed at an improvement of 5 to 10 cents. 
Meats were weak early, but much stronger teward 
lo’elock; November closed 80 cents higher and 
January 20 cents higher. The packers here were 
supposed to have quit bearing the market. and Liv- 
erpool called lard 6d. higher, but the local hog 
market was easier under an increased supply. This 
explained theirregular tonein product, and the 
later strength was supposed to be largely due 
to the sympathy wit corn. It was said 
that hogs are not being fattened rapid- 
ly yet. While there was a sharp Southern 
demand for meats and a poor inquiry for them on 
English account this afternoen, the market was 
firm. Only one 250-barrel lot of November pork 
was delivered on the floor after Change, and that 
was taken to ship East. The shrinkage of the No- 
vember premium to nearly zero called out a good 
shipping demand for pork late inthe day. Wheat 
was moderately active and stronger, in sympathy 
witn corn; it averaged at the close about 4 cent 
above the latest prices of Tuesday. Liverpool and 
London were firm, with a fair inquiry, and our re- 
ceipts were less than 200 car-loads of ail grades. 
But Milwaukee was easier. and parties connected 
with that city were selling rather freely here, 
while the huying was mostly done to fill shorts. 

This demand fell off later, when some private 
cables quoted Liverpool lower. There was a mod- 
erate inquiry by car lots at a shade advance for 
No. 2 Spring, which was taken to deliver in Decem- 
ber, while buyers of other grades were not willing 
to p ymore than they aid on Tuesday. The de- 
ferred futures were stronger in the afternoon. 
Cern was active and much stronger, advaneing 
214 cents on spot, nearly 2 cents for November, 144 
ceuts for the year and vanuary, and cent for 
May, all closing firm. The British markets were 
called steady by the public telegrams, while priva e 
advices quoted them as very strong. Our receipts 
were small, especiallv of No. 2, and New-York was 
buoyant. bidding 844g cents for delivery any 
time this month, giving a flat denial to the 
story of Monday that New-York had got through 
buying for November. This induced an extra 
xood demand for spot No. while the 
lower grades were not so mdch wanted, and 
rejected fell to fully 10% ents discount for the 
first time this year. It was stated that St. Louis had 
only received 10 car-loads to-day, and the prospects 
of stormy weather led many to think that receipts 
here will be light for the next fortnight. The 
bearis: tendency of the past week seemed to 
change round to exaggeration the other way, and 
the speculative demand was at times quite urgent, 
it be ng freely predicted that cornis going to ad- 
vance sharply. The point was made that we have 
only about 200,000 bushels of No. 2 here, with 
scarcely any coming in, and New-York wants all 
that can be got hoid of upto the last moment that 
it can be shipped by all rail, to arrive in November, 
This month advanced 4 cent on the afternoon call, 
while other futures were steady. 

We are now reversing the ancient order of things 
in regard to cribbing corn. To-day a lot was 
brought here to be delivered back in the coun- 
try in May. It is noteworthy that no corn has yet 
been cribbed this year, and there are no reports of 
preparations for cribbing. The price is too high to 
tempt capital. At last November pork is practi- 
cally down to the same price as seller the year. 
This is what the packers have fought for during 
nearly a month past. There was a good deal more 
inquiry to-day for freight room direct to Europe. 
A littie corn room was wanted, but the demand 
was mostly for flour and wheat, the orders for

A casual examination 
of the premises was made, and the flour from 
which the pie was made was found to contain 
great yguantities of crystallized arsenic. Mrs. Gar- 
ber snpposes that some time during her absence 
some one had entered the house and thrown the 
poison into the four. The Coroner’s jury at once 
began un investigation, but before they had 
reached 2 conclusion Mr. Garber died, and the in- 
quest was postponed in order to proceed with both 
cases at the same time.

In view of the 
assurance given by the President of the railroad to 
the Mavor, itis believed the matter will be settled 
amicably.

RAILWAY WRECKS. 
THREE MEN KILLED AND NINE SERIOUSLY 
INJURED ON THE ALTON RAILROAD. 

Littie Rock, Nov. 15.—A serious accident 
occurred on the Alton Railroad, at Grain Valley, 
Mo., on Tuesday night. A construction train was 
backing up to Grain Valley to leave the track cleat 
for a passenger train, when, rounding a curve, if 
struck the hand-car, the men on which jumped and 
saved themselves. The hand-car ran under the 
wheels of the caboose, throwing it off the track, 
and the six flat cars followed. The engine wat 
partly derailed. The men on the flat cars jumped, 
but a number were caught in the wreck and badly 
crushed. Owing to the sparcely settled charac 
ter of the country it was difficult to ob- 
tain early medical aid. A wrecking train was 
sent from here last night, and provision made foi 


bringing the victims to this city to-day. Thé¢ 
sufferers, excepting Brakeman Corcoran, who re 
sided here, are section hands at Grain Valley. The 
train was running at ordinary speed at the time oi 
the collision, but came upon the car vefore time 
was given for warning. The track and road-bed 
were badly torn up, and consequently the delay ta 
trains was longer than was anticipated. 

The wrecking train arrived this afternoon from 
the scene of the accident on the Alton Road, 
bringing the dead and wounded, as follows: 

Ailled--Barney Corcoran, Henry Daze, John 
Hamilton. 

Wounded—Phillip Leonard, Frederick Graham, 
both badly crushed, and will probably die; James 
Ingalls, injured internally; Jacob Ludwig, John 
Dillon, Joel Brady, —— Hamiiton, Edwin Norris, 
J. M. Mongery, badly cut and erushed. _ I 

These men were taken to the hospital in thi¢ 
city. Four others were slightly wounded. The 


track was cleared this forenoon and traffic re 
sumed as usual. 


St. Paut, Nov, 15.—A serious railroad acci< 
dent occurred early this morning at Roberts's Sta- 
tion, a small piace about 20 miles east of Hudson, 
on the Chicago, St. Paul. Minneapolis and Omaha 
Company's eastern division. A stock train in 
charge of Conductor O'Connor was stopping for 
water, and O'Connor, a brakeman name 
Govern, a traveling engineer named Finn, and a 
man to whom the stock belonged, were sitting in 
the caboose. Without a moment's warning a 
freight train dashed into the end of the caboose, 
and in some way set fire to the car. The en: 
gineer and fireman of the freight train jumped 
in time to save their lives, but those 
in the caboose were caught in such a way that if 
was almost impossible to escape. Govern man- 
aged to crawl out from under thecar, but his right 
arm was torn from its socket, and he died from 
loss of blood within an hour. O’Connor was 
burned to death. Finn was. badly _ in- 
jured in the back, but may _ recover. 
He was brought to St. Paul and taken to St. Jo- 
seph’s Hospital. The steckman was not injured. 
This was his second experience of the kind within 
a week, this trip being for the purpose of gather- 
ing up the stray stock from the accident of a week 
ago., Several oars of each train were badly. 
wrecked, and many of the cattle were killed. ~

A BRUTAL HUSBAND AND FATHER. 
THE SHOCKING STORY OF BRUTALITY TOL 

IN A CHICAGO POLICE COURT. 

CurcaGo, Nov. 15.—John Eberthal, who was 
yesterday fined $100 by Justice Kaufmann for dis- 
orderly conduct, was this morning held in the 
Criminal Court under $500 bonds, by the same 
magistrate, for cruelty to children. The story of 
the man’s barbarous treatment of his wife and 
children was retold by several of his neighbors. 
Mrs. Fannie Dix, who lives in the house with the 


Eberthal family, said that she bad once seen 
the prisoner tie his two little sons, one 
9 and the other 11 years old, back ww 
back by the arms with a clothes line 
so tightly that their arms were swollen to twice 
their natural size, and he also tied up a leg of each 
one of them and then made them crawl up anti 
down stairs for his amusement by beating them 
with arepe. This torture lasted for four hours, 
After the boys were unbound one of them ran 
away and staid two days. On his return the in- 
human father chased him up an alley and fired a 
shot at him from a revolver, the builet going with- 
in afew inches of his body. The mother, a frail, 
frightened creature, had the courage only to moan 
out afew words about her wrongs to the Justice. but 
did not dare to look ather terrible husband. An- 
other witness testified to many cruelties that he 
had seen the man inflict upon his children. The 
two little boys satin the back part of the court- 
room during the examination cowering and sob- 
bing with fright at the sight of their father. Jus- 
tiee Kaufmann advised the prisoner to get a posi- 
tion in a menagerie of wild beasts when he get 
out of the penitentiary for the sake of the society 
he would enjoy there. He also deciared that it 
was a marvelous thing that the neighbors had al- 
lowed these atrocities to be committed in their 
midst for so long a time.

THE FUGITIVE MRS. SCOVILLE. 

CxrcaGco, Nov. 15.—Mrs. Scoville’s case of 
alleged insanity came before Judge Loomis this 
morning upon the motion for a new trial, and the 
hearing was continued until Saturday morning.

'  COAST—RESULTS OF OBSERVATIONS BY 


. PROF. A. E. VERRILL—VALUABLE DI8- 
COVERIES BY THE FISH COMMISSION. 
Prof. A. E. Verrill, of Yale College, yester- 
day read before the National Academy of Sciences, 
in session at Columbia College, an interesting 


paper on “ The Physical and Geological Character 
of the Sea Bottom off our Coast, Especially Be- 
neath the Gulf Stream.” The matters abovt which 
‘he spoke were, he said, the results of observations 
covering a period of 11 years and inelnaing drede- 
Ings taken from over 2,000 stations off the Atlantic 
coast, ranging from Labrador sonth as far as 


Chesapeake Bay. These cover an extent of water 
from the shore to a point 150 to 200 miles off shere. 
From the shore to a point about 60 milés ont the 
Professor and his ussociates on the United States 
Fish Commission found a belt of cold 


water which is inhabited by animals repre- 
senting arctic life, similar to those found off 
the coast of Greenland, Spitzbergen, and 
Siberia. Beyond this liesa warm belt of water 
whichis inhabited by tropical or sub-tropieal ani- 
mals. This warm belt varies with the shore-line of 
the coast, and while its eastern edge is within 60 
miles of Nantucket and Martha’s Vinevard it is 
much further off from the coast of Massachusetts 
and Maine, as what is kvown as theGuilf of Maine 
isa cold body of water, outside of which lies the 
warm belt. This warm belt is about 25 miles in 
width. In this the temperatnre from a depth of 
55 fathoms out to the limits, where the soundings 
show a depth of 1,000 fathoms, is from 46° to 52° 
Fahrenheit near the surface, decreasing in tem- 
perature in the lower soundings, until at 700 
fathoms itis 39°. In the cold belt the temperature 
of the water ranges from 35° to 45° in August be- 
tow the surface water, which is in the Autumn 
warmer than that underneath. The temperature 
at 40 fathoms in the cold belt averages 
from 35° to 387° In the warm belt the tem- 
perature at 65 fathoms is 46°, at 100 fathoms 
50° to 52°, at 200 fathoms 48°, at 300 40°, and at 700 
g9°. Asa result of the soundings, measurement of 
temperatares, &c., it was discovered that an error 
exists in our maps and charts in placing the 
warm belt, or Gulf Stream, too far from the shore 
by 30 or 40 miles. It was also found that the’sound- 
Ings even on the coast survey charts were inaccu- 
rate by hundreds of fathoms in many instances, 
which are now, however, corrected by the coast 
survey soundings made during the past Summer. 
The generally accepted theory has been that the 
100-fathom line marked the line of the Gulf 
Stream, but this was found to be incorrect, as the 
line would be more nearly correct if placed at 
fhS5 or 70 fathoms line. The charts are also incor- 
rect in that they make outa difference in the line 
of the Gulf Stream in Summer and in Winter. The 
Professor held that there was no variation in the 
body of the stream, though there is in the surface 
water an apparent variation, due to the sweeping 
in of the warm surface water in the Summer and 
the diffusion of the cold surface water over the 
stream from the shore during the cold months. 
The proof of his theory is the fact that the sup- 
tropical life exists in the Gulf Stream in Winter as 
well asin Summer, while the character of the in- 
habitants of the cold belt remains unchanged the 
year through, and the line of separation between 
the two kinds of life is well and distinctly marked 
on the bottom. If there was a variation inthe 
bottom of the stream there would be death to the 
sub-tropical life of the warm belt. 

In the portion of the: warm belt south of the 
New-England coast, from 70 to 120 miles from the 
coast, there was discovered, in 1880, the most val- 
uabie ground for the sub-tropical animal life, as 
prolific in fauna of that class of jife as amy in the 
world. From this ground the dredges have taken 
and brought to the surface 800 species of fauna, over 
one-third of which were entirely new and unknown 
to science, including 17 kinds of fishes, 270 of mol- 
jusks, and 90 of erustacea. The recent observa- 
lions of the Fish Commission have been madeina 
warm belt extending about 160 miles from the 
north-east to the south-west and about 20 miles jin 
width. Over 120 dredgings were made in this belt 
at a depth of 100 fathoms. At about the 100-fathom 

oint the formation of the sea bottom is peeuliar 
nmany respects. To this point there isa gradual 
descent fromthe shore. Then there is a preeipi- 
tous deseent to soundings of 1.000 fathoms or more, 
the sudden precipitous descent corresponding to 
about the height of Mount Washington along the 
territory that has been explored. The warm belt 
geems to extend down this precipice only to a 
depth of about 125 fathoms, judging from the evi- 
fences of life brought up in the dredges as well 
as the thermometrical records. A trawl had 
brought to the surface in several instances a ton 
pf animal life, which ineluded crabs, shrimps, 
btar-fish, and shells of various kinds, among them 
shells which had hitherto been found only on the 
shores of the West Indies, but which ere now 
known to be inhabitants of the warm belt of water 
running along the Atlantic coast. The surface in- 
habitants are also tropical in their nature, as is 
shown by the capture of argonautas, Portuguese 
men-of-war, varieties of the jelly-fish, and ptero- 
pods in large quantities. A peculiarity in the 
weather was noticed by the people engaged in 
dredging, for whiie it was pleagant out on the 
warm belt, they had found on their return to 
the shore that a storm had been raging, which had 
caused their associates on shore anxiety as to the 
safety of their steamer, the Fish Hawk, and the 
people on board. 

The quality and quantity of the light in the 


depths had not yet been ascertained, but some | 


marked peculiarities have been noticed. Many of 
the crabs and other animals caught have been 
found to have the eyes very largely developed. 
Other animals, which live at greater depths, have 
been found to be without eyes, presumably a use- 
Jess organ in the great depths. Anotrer peculiarity 
observed about the animals found at great depths 
is that their color is either red or an orange yel- 
low, this being the case with the corals, anemones, 
fish, and such animals as are exposed to attack 
from voracious enemies. It is therefore 
inferred that the color is a mode of defense in that 
it renders the animal invisible in the greenish-blue 
water and the similarly colored rays of light which 
pan only reach to those depths, and so ren red 
coat a means for its wearer to keep out 
itsenemies.

This 
together so compactly that the sailors who 
clinging to the sounding leads call it mud. Yeti 
is the finest grade of sand, very cohesive in its na- 
ture. Mixed withitin great quantity are masses 
of the most minute shells. The two seem to form 
a bed as level and bard as any floor, and judging 


from the results of dredging this floor is carpeted | 
thickly and densely with masses of vegetable | 


and animal life. Boulders are occasionally 
found on this bottom, and these, the Pro- 
fessor thought, had dropped from cakes of ice 
that had floated ont from the shore. There 
are also brought out by the dredges occasionally 
a different form of rock, which seems to be indig- 
eneus to the bottom and filled with fossil shells, 
many ot which are exactly like the shells now 
found on the bottoms. ‘These rocks, he thought, 
might possibly date back to the pliocene age, but 
possibly only to the post-pliocene. ‘Their appear- 
ance in the dredges he presumed to be due to the 
fact that they had been loosened from their beds 
by the burrowing fishes and animals and then 
caught up by the dredges. 

In connection with the character of these fossil 
rocks he had noticed the absence of all vertebrate 
fossils. The dredges, too, had never brought up 
any evidence of the existence of dead vertebrates, 
though the water swarmed with myriads of sharks, 
dolphins, and other vertebrates, nor had any evi- 
dences of the existence of man been brought up in 
these dredges, and nothing of consequence of 
man’s work except an india-rubber doll, that had 
been dropped overboard from some vessel. Yet 
the territory dredged was in the track of the 
European vessels and where ships have gone down 
and lives been lost, but everything of this character 
3s destroyed by the voracious animal life of the 
tract. These facts lead him to doubt the nega- 
tive evidence in geology, and the absence of 
vertebrates in the early fossil remains 
found does not lead him to conclude that the mam- 
mals did not exist at that time, as their remains 
might have been destroyed by the animals that 
have been found in the rocks, as are all evidences 
of vertebrates in the tract they had been dredging, 
although it is well known that such animals exist 
in myriads in the waters above. The presence of 
broken shells in large quantities on the bottom, he 
paid, was due to the fact that carnivorous erabs 
and other animals eat the bivalves and univalves 
alike, cracking up and throwing away the shells. 
He also stated that the bivalves were food forthe 
cod, which digests out the meat and then spits out 
the shells.

Mayer, of Stevens Institute of Technology, avd 
on the “Heat of the Comstock Lode,” by G. F. 
Becker, of the United States Geological Survey, in 
which he asserted that the great heat of the lower 
fevets of the mines was due to volcanic heat in the 
Interior of the earth rather than to any other as- 
serted cause.

AMERICAN SHIPPING.

THE CONGRESSIONAL JOINT COMMITTEE BE- 
GINNING ITS WORK. 

The second meeting of the Congressional 
Joint Committee on Shipping was held in room No. 
10, Fifth-Avenue Hotel, yesterday noon. Thiscom- 
mittee consists of three Senators and six Repre- 
sentatives, and was appointed during the last ses- 
sion of Congress ‘‘ to inquire into the condition and 
wants of American ship-building and ship-owning 
interests and to investigate the causes of the de- 
cline of the American foreign carrying trade, and 
to suggest any remedies which may be applied by 


legislation.” The members of the committee are 
Senator Warner Miller, of New-York, Chairman; 
Senators 0. D. Conger, of Michigan, and G. G. 
Vest, of Missouri, and Congressmen Horace F. 
Page, of California; Nelson Dingley, of Maine; 5S. 
8S. Cox. of New-York; J. W. Candler, of Massa- 
chusetts; Robert McLane, of Maryland, and George 
M. Robeson, of New-Jersey. The only committee- 
men present yesterday were Senators Conger and 
Vest and Congressmen Cox, Dingley, and Candler. 
Senator Conger was chosen temporary Chairman 
and Congressman Cox acted as Secretary. The 
latter read the joint resolution in pursuance of 
which the committee was appointed, and stated 
that three of the members met in this Citya few 
days ago and informally resolved to issue a series 
of questions to be submitted to ship-builders and 
ship-owners throughout the country. Following 
are the questions: 

First—Why cannot this country build iron, steel, or 
wooden vessels as well and as cheaply 1s they are ouilt 
in Scotiand, England, or other countries ? 

Second—It we had such vessels without cost to us, 
could they be run by usin competition with those of 
other countries who build their own vesse/s and run 
them with their own officers and crews, without a 
modification or repea! of existing laws ? 

Third—What modificationsof existing laws or,;what 
new laws are required to remove discriminations 
against and burdens upon our shipping and ship-own- 
ing interests, such as Customs dues, port dues, Con- 
sular charges, pllotage. tonnage, and other dues, &c.? 

Fourth—Compare the laws of other countries with 
our oWn with a view to their effect upon our and their 
shipping and ship-ownine interests. 

Fifth—Should our navigation laws be repealed or 
modified, and if modified, wherein and for what pur- 
pose ? 

, Sirth—What is the cost of the component materials 
of iron, steel, or wooden vessels in other countries and 
our own ? 

Seventh—W hat would be the effect of a rebate on 
any or all such materials ? 

RFighth—Present auy other statements 
with the cause of the decline of the American foreign 
carrying trade and what remedies can be applied by 
legislation. 

Mr. Cox stated that several replies had been re- 
ceived to the above questions, but they were not 
in proper shape to be submitted to the committee 
at present. He proposed to have them condensed 
and arranged in systematic form as soon as the 
committee appointed a regular secretary and clerk, 
Upon the suggestion of Mr. Dingley, Mr. Charles I. 
Elwell, President of the Maritime Exchange of this 
City, was invited to address the committee. Mr. 
Elwell.in behalf of the Maritime Association of 
New-York, extended an invitation to the joint 
committee to hold its meetings, while in this City, 
at No. 19 Bridge-street. Ile said that the associa- 
tion which he represented had arranged with the 
Produce Exchange for the use of the room in ques- 
tion, and the committee might occupy it as long as 
it desired. Mr. Elwell thought that if the committee 
could hold its sessions down town, persons inter- 
ested in shipping, and particularly delegations from 
out of town, would find it much more convenient to 
attend. Senator Conger thanked President Elwell 
for the invitation, which he said the committee 
would takeinto consideration. Mr. Cox said that

QUESTIONS DISCUSSED BY BAP- 
TISTS AND UNITARIANS. 
VIEWS IN FAVOR OF AND AGAINST AN OR- 

GANIZED SYSTEM OF CHARITY—ELEC- 


TION OF OFFICERS BY THE UNITARIAN 
CONFERENCE — THE DOCTRINE OF 
PRAYER DISCUSSED. 

The subject discussed yesterday afternoon 
at the general meeting of Baptists in the First 
Baptist Church, Brooklyn, was “ Christianity and 
the Poor.” Mr. A.J. Fox, of Painted Post, N. Y., 
said it was the mission of Christianity to impress 
reason upon the laboring man and justice on the 
part of the employer. It was difficult to harmonize 
labor and capital. Political economy = said: 
‘* Leave them alone and they will regulate them- 
selves according to the principles of supply and 
demand.” But this was not the spirit of Christi- 
anity, which said the question was to be settled by 
the application of the golden rule to industrial af- 
fairs. The working man must be considered by 
employers as a neighbor, and not as @ machine. 
In the experience of the speaker, working men 
were as ready to work for fair wages as employ- 
ers were ready to grant fair wages. He said that 
the application of Christian liberality in the man- 
agement ot employes invariably secured success to 
the-employer, as eontented labor was the surest 
foundation of sueeess. He believed in the estab- 


lishment of libraries, entertainments, schools for 
the children, and means of advancement for work- 
ing men by corporations and private individuals 
who had many laborers in theiremploy, The Rev. 
J. M. Gregory, of New-York, followed with a paper 
on ‘* Charities,’ and tne Hon. Francis Wayland, of 
New-Haven, spoke on the same subject, drawing 
special attention to the Christian law of alms-giv- 
ing. Mr. Wayland thought that there was too little 
personal investigation as to the condition of the 
recipient of charity. He thought no relief should 
be rendered without a return in Jabor, except 
In cases of absolute helplessness. He thought 
there should be a central office, with an in- 
spector, to receive applicants and _ investi- 
gate their stories. Such an office, he thought, 
should be fitted up with reading-rooms and con- 
veniences for the poor to spend time in wait- 
ing for employment; in fact, it should be a free 
intelhgence office. The Rev. H. A. Delano, of 
New-York, believed in unorganized charity. ‘ To- 
day there was too much of the honorable in dis- 
pensing gifts, and it required a President, Vice- 
President, Secretary, and Treasurer to get a few 
biscuits toapoorman.” He thought the first thing 
to be done was to break down class distinetions in 
churches, and that church members should mingle 
freely with the poor. The Rey. D. C. Potter, of 
New-York, also spoke against organized charities. 
In reference to the Clearing-house of Charities, in 
this City, he said that its officers were now begging 
for $10,000, for an _ office and attendants, in 
order that the pedigree and credentials of a 
single beggar might be ascertained. The 
Rev. Hugh oO. Pentecost, of Brooklyn, fa- 
vored the organized charity system, stating 
that the experience of city Pastors proved that 
almost every case investigated was found to be 
unworthy of aid. In Brooklyn it was found that 
three churches were aiding one family, each un- 
aware of the work of the others. Dr. Crosby, he 
said, ina long period of investigation in New-York 
City had not found a single deserving case. The 
question was further discussed by the Rey. Albert 
G. Lawson, of the Green-Wood Baptist Church, 
Brooklyn: the Rev. Dr. Cauldwell, of New-York, 
and the Rey. Dr. Wayland, of Pennsylvania. 

At the evening session, which was well attended, 
President E. G. Robinson, of Brown University, 
spoke on ‘Race and Religion on the American 
Continent,” and predicted that there would bea 
typical American race in the country four cen- 
turies hence. He did not think there would ever 
be a fusion of black and white men or of Mon- 
golians and Americans. As time rolied on 
he believed the negroes in this country, laden with 
religion, would take possession of the continent 
which had so long “Jain in darkness,” The in- 
ferior race would go where it was better for it. 
The Hon. George Williams, of Ohio, did not believe 
the negro would go out of the country. The 
negro was here and he was going to stay. 
The next topic of discussion was ‘* The Diversity

ANNUAL MEETING OF THE NATIONAL 
GRANGE—INCREASE OF MEMBERSHIP. 

INDIANAPOLIS, Nov. 15.—The sixteenth an- 
nual session of the National Grange, Patrons of 
Husbandry, began its session in this city to-day.

MAJOR TOM OCHILTREE'S VICTORY. 

From the Galveston (Texas) News, Nov. 9. 

In this district itis now generally conceded 
that Major Ochiltree (Ind.) has been elected to 
Congress over Col. Finlay (Dem.) by a majority 
ranging between 1,500 and 2,500. 
certainly peculiar. It is believed that the 


trict contains a Democratic majority proper 
of something like 5,000, That this vote should 
have been overcome as it has been on this 
oceasion is a curious example of popular 
expression. Tho Independent candidate has 
been elected by Democratic, not by Republican, 
votes. In Galveston County a Democratic 
majority of about 1,700 has been overcome, and 
a majority given to Major Ochiltree of between 
400 and 500. While personal considerations must 
doubtless have been at work to some extent in 
accomplishing this result, it would be far from cor- 
rect to place the outcome to the fact of the one 
candidate’s popularity or the other candidate's 
unpopularity. There was far more thap this in 
the matter. There has been no revulsion here in 
political sentiment per se, that is certain. The 
Democratic Party in this county in its organiza- 
tion and management has been at odds and 
ends for years past. A large and_e *re- 
spectable element of the party have become 
disgusted at the? course of affaires, and have 
ceased to take any interest whatever in its organi- 
zation or success. Self-constituted leaders of 
third or fourth rate calibre have jumped tothe 
front, and have assumed to dictate in the matter 
of selections. They have given an exhibition of 
the machine on a smal! scale, which itis just now 
the temper of the country to sit downupon, A 
more conclusive evidence of this spirit will not be 
found anywhere than was given in Galveston 
Count yon Tuesday last. The candidacy of Major 
Ochiltree has been made throughout less upon politi- 
cal than upon material issues. While he has been 
credited with being the special candidate of certain 
Galveston interests, it is to be observed that his 
vote in the rest of the district has been large and

| respectable, which evinces a unity in choice that 


would lead to the belief that he will represent the 
whole district fairly and impartially. The ma- 
jorities given Col. Finlay in certain of the counties 
have nowhere been large, as returns thus far re- 
ceived indicate, and in every county heard from 
the usual Democratic majorities have been re- 
duced.

ENGINEER MELVILLE TELLS OF ITS 
COMMENCEMENT. 

THE ENFORCED DELAY AT JAMAVALACH— 

ARRIVAL OF THE PARTY AT BULUN 


AND MEETING WITH NOROS AND NIN- 


DERMAN—STARTING OUT TO RESCUE 
DE LONG. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 15.—At the opening of 
to-day’s session of the Jeannette Board of: Inquiry 
the Judge-Advocate announced that he was pre- 


pared to take up the next branch of the inquiry: 
namely, the efforts made to search for Capt. De 
Long’s party and the missing boat’s crew with 
Lieut. Chipp. The President of the board was of 
the opinion that Mr. Melville should complete his 
narrative of the experiences of his own boat’s crew 
up to their return home to this country, and that 
they could not be considered as in a place of 
safety at the pointin the wilds of Siberia, where 
they were left by Mr. Melville’s narrative at the ad- 
journment yesterday. Pending the discussion the 
court was cleared. Afteran interval of 10 min- 
utes the doors were reopened and the examina- 
tion was resumed, the Judge-Advocate propound- 
ing the following inquiry: 

‘State in detail what efforts were made by 
yourself or the officers and men of your party to 
insure the safety of the other boats’ crews.” 

Witness said he prepared telegrams for the Amer- 
ican Minister at St. Petersburg, for the Secretary of 
the Navy, and for the Russian authorities, setting 
forth who they were and the condition they were 


in. Witness, in company with Lieut. Danenhower, 
visited the head man of the village and urged upon 
him the importance of having these documents de- 
livered. The Styoriski (or head man) said it would 
be impossible to leave the Island of Jamavalach 
for 15 days, until the ice had formed in the bay 
sufficiently strong. This was on Sept. 28. Re- 
turning to the hut where the people were, witness 
informed them that they were ina bad way and 
not yet out of the woods. The supplies were very 
low, there being nothing but fish and decayed 
goese on hand. Witness told the men to be as 
cheerful as possible, byrn plenty of wood and keep 
warm. There was great danger of the whole party 
dying of scurvy, particularly if they had to stay 
there all Winter. Witness was ina very bad way 
physically, and directed Mr. Danenhower to look 
after the gathering of wood and policing about the 
huts. He (witness) did not, however, at this time, 
nor at any time,turn over to him the command. 
The people at this time were cheerful, although in 
a bad way from the bursting of the blisters 
caused by frost bites. In a few days nearly 
all of them were able to get about. 
In the meantime an exile had heen quartered with 
them, making 12in their party in the hut. This ex- 
jle readily understood who they were and made it 
known to the people about them. About Oct. 10 a 
Russian arrived at the village and visited the party. 
His name was Kousma, and he lived about 10 versts 
across the bay. He was very friendly and offered 
assistanee. Witness made him understand that he 
Was Very anxious to get the party to Bulun; that 
their present quarters were ciose, their food insuf- 
ficient and unwholesome, and that it was necessary 
to get to a Russian settlement as soon as possible, 
Witness did not consider at the time that his party 
had yet reached a place of safety. Kousma 
insisted that it was impossible yet to cross 
the bay, and persuaded the head man to give them 
more fish. Witness presumed the natives were 
alarmed at the probable inroads which 11 hungry 
men would make in their supplies, and for that 
reason had previously given them but little fish, 
and had compelled them to subsist mainly on de- 
eayed geese. Witness gave an account of Mr. 
Danenhower’s visit to Kousma’s house across the 
bay, and bis return with some much needed pro- 
visions. Witness arranged to give Kousma the 
whale boat and 500 rubles if he would conduct the 
party to Bulun, Kousma said he could goto Bulun 
and return in five days, and witness decided to 
let him go alone, as he eould make the trip 
much quicker’ than if another person 
went with him. Kousma was to get assistance 
from Bulun. Witness then detailed the cireum- 
stances attendant upon Mr. Danenhower’s at- 
tempt to-cross the bay toward Barkin. He told 
Mr. Danenhower not to be gone over four days, as 
by that time Kousma would return, and on no ac- 
count toattempt to cross the bayif the ice was 
broken, as he might be swept out to sea anu lost. 
Instead of going to the north-east toward Barkin, 
the guides took Mr. Danenhower about 60 versts to 
the south-east toa hut,where he remained all night, 
and returned next day, the natives giving as an ex- 
cuse that the ice was so black and treacherous that 
they did not dare to go to the north-east. 

‘There seemed nothing else for us to do,” the 
witness continued, “but to await the coming of 
the commandant from Bulun with reindeor teams 
to take our party to Bulun. I expected Kousma in 
about five davs, so did not feel very anxious, but 
when six or seven days had passed and Kousma 
had not returned I felt anxious, and discussed 
frecly with Mr. Danenhower and the men the 
feasibility of taking all the provisions we could 
get and making the march te Bulun. 
were all cheerful and willing, but the strongest 
argument against it was the want of a guide aud 
the lack of clothing necessary for such a Winter 
trip over snow and ice and mountains. It was 
finally decided that all we could do was to await 
Kousma’s return. Kousma returned Oct. 25, after 
an absence of 15 days, bringing about 40 pounds of 
bread, four or five pounds of butter, some salt, 
and tobacco. He brought a letter from a Cossack 
Sergeant at Bulun, one from a young priest there,

from two Americanvs near Kumak Surka. The 


| note was written by Ninderman and signed by 
| himself and Noros, stating that they were two of 


a party of 14 Americans who were starving to

ossistance.”’ The original note was then identi- 
fied by the witness and was put in evidence. 
Continuing, witness said: “I had the exile read 
the two Russian notes, and he made me under- 
stand that the commandant would be at Jamava- 
lach in two days; Kousma explained that he could 
not bring the clothing and deer necessary to take 
the party to 
would provide them. Iinquired why hs (Kousma) 
Was gone 13 days instead of 5, and was told that 
the ice in the Lena River was still open, and great 
difficulty was experienced in crossing, and this oc- 
casioned the delay; that he had remained but one 
night in Bulun, the commandant haying sent him 
back at once with what provisions he had on hand. 
When I read the note by Ninderman and Noros it 
was the first intimation I had received that the 
people of the first cutter had landed. It was gen- 
erally believed by our party that both the other 
boats had foundered, and we were astonished to 
learn of the safety of these two men.” 

There was no other means, the witness said, of 
finding out the situation of De Long's party but to 
see Ninderman and Noros, so he told Kousma he 
must have his dogteam, and started at once to 
meet them, as they were on their way to Bulun. 
Witness was poorly clad fora Winter journey of 
250 versts when he started. At Kousma’s house he 
traded a half blanket—which he had carried on the 
march—for a skin blonse. The next day he start- 
ed, with two natives for guides, and that evening 
he arrived at Kumak Surka. The dogs were 
so used up they could not go _ further. 
The natives obtained reindeer. and the jourrey 
was resumed. Witness arrived at Bulun Nov. 2 
and found Ninderman and Noros quartered ina 
hut with some natives. On entering the hut he 
saw Ninderman reclining on a cot and Noros stand- 
ing up behindatable. It was cold and dark, and 
at first he was not recognized. On speaking to 
Noros the latter exclaimed: ‘My God, Mr. Mel- 
ville, we thought the whale-boate were all dead.” 
The men both complained of their condition and 
the insufficiency of their food and clothing. 
Ninderman was so weak as hardly to.be able to 
stand. Witness found no especial provision had 
been made for these men, so he at once set about 
to provide forthem. He selected an empty hut, 
and told the priest of the village to supply plenty 
of wood and food, and the United States Govern- 
ment would pay for all that they required. He 
passed the commandant on the journey to Bulun. 
Each took a different route and they did not meet 
on the way; the two roads ran parallel, but just far 
enough apart to admit of their missing each other. 

At this point Mr. Melville was shown by the 
Judge-Advocate the private journal of Capt. De 
Long and identified it. The records of this journal 
began July 8, 1879, and ended June 9, 1881. The ice 
journals kept by Capt. De Long were then identi- 
fied by the witness. These records commenced 
June 11, 1881, and ended Oct, 20, 1851. Mr. Melville 
then resumed his narrative. On leaving Jamava- 
lach he expected to meet the commandant, and it 
was his intention, if he met him, to turn him back 
to Bulun and to get Ninderman anda Noros and 
with them to at onee start northward with the 
deer teams in search of De Long. But, miss- 
ing the commandant, it Was necessary to 
goento Bulun. Witness wrote down everything 
which Noros and Ninderman could tell him in re- 
gard to their trip and where they left De Long, to 
be used as his instructions in pursuing the search. 
He found the men too sick to take with him on 
such a Winter trip; therefore, taking down as care- 
fully as possible all they told him, he resumed his 
journey in search of De Long. On Nov. 3 Bartlett 
had arrived at Bulun, bringing a communication 
from Mr. Danenbower, who inclosed a letter from 
the commandant instructing the head man at Bu- 
lun to furnish witness with a dog team. Witness 
arrived at Buruloch on the evening of Nov. 4, 
where he met the whkale-boat people on their 
way to Bulun. He gave Mr. Danenhower 
instructions to go as far as Jakutsk 
and take all the peeple with him except Bartlett. 
Next day witress started, and on the second day 
he arrived at Bulcour, where the hut was where 
Niuderman and Noros were found by the natives. 
This was 55 versts from Kumaksuska. The next 
day it stormed so severely the natives refused to 
proceed, sayingall would perish. On the following 
day they started again, keeping up the west bank 
to the northward, following Ninderman’s tracks. 
Witness thought if De Long followed Ninderman 
and Noros, as he had told them he would, he (wit- 
ness) would in this way come upon nim. Witness 
was on the lookout for a hut which Ninderman had 
described as the first hut in which they had slept 
after leaving De Long. This was found and readi- 
ly identified, but no signs of De Long’s party were 
noted. Ninderman had described the shoals 
around a rocky island, and witness searched for 
the island. The natives said the only shelter in 
their vicinity was a hut ata place they called Mat- 
vai, and about dark this hut was reached, and wit- 
ness and his two native guides remained in it all 
night. At this point the court adjourned until 
to-morrow.

when, as tradition says, tho bards were ruthlessly 
exterminated—a tradition that is now happily rele- 
gated tothe rapidly increasing numberof historical 
myths.

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CRUISING IN A WHALER.

MODERN WALRUS HUNTING OR EXTERMINA- 
TION—FATE OF THE ESQUIMAUX. 
Correspondence of the San Francisco Buletin. 


The whaling bark Abraham Barker, after | 


leaving San Franciseo last December, went down 
on the coast of Mexico after humpback whales as 
akind of preparatory drill before attacking the 
larger and more valuable bowheads of the North. 
From Mexico the bark cruised south, going a short 
distance beyond the equator, thence to Honolulu, 
picking up a few sperm whales as she went along. 
Early in May we reached the ice in the Behring 
Sea. The ice was broken into cake, formed into 
strips by the action of winds and currents. These 
strips of ice were some of considerable breadth 
and length. There was clear water between, 
through which the ships sailed, but when a body 
of ice was in the way the ships did not hesitate to 
run through it, taking care not to strike the vessel 
too hard. The ice prevented any sea whatever 
from rising. Inthe latter part of May we reached 
the St. Diomede Islands, between East Cape, 
Asia, and Cape Prince of Wales, America. The 
straits were comparatively free from ice. Ca- 
noes full of natives came off to the ship from 
western Diomede and East Cape to sell skin cloth- 
ing for tobacco. ammunition. and rum; the latter 
articles they did not get. 
bowhead whale. and permission being given, the 
natives completely stripped the whale of its black 
skin, which is about an inch thiek all over the body. 
They devoured the raw binbber as riavenously as 
wolves. As the ice receded north the ships ad- 
vanced. Whales being scarce, visiting from one 
ship to another was frequent. By the Ist of July 
we had gone asiar northas Icy Cape, the highest 
point reached by Capt. Cook, the great circumnavi- 
gator, who fell at Kalakakua Bay, Hawaii. About 
50 miles off this cape the skip commenced killing 
walrus on the ice. A few years ago whalemen 
harpooned walrus from their Whale-boats. Now it 
is difficult to get within gun-shot of them. To kill 
them they must be shot in the neck, and if the first 
shot fails they will all jump off the ice, However, 
should they stand fire more than half fall over- 
board and sink. A walrus produces about 17 gal- 
lons of oil and 5 pounds of ivory. 

In the latter part of July the ships came to an- 
chor at Point Barrow. The northern coast of Alas- 
ka is low, level, and marshy, without a tree or 
shrub. Mosquitoes, large ana fierce. darken the 
air and sing in dismal chorus, from Cape Lisbourne 
to Point Barrow. Point Barrow is # leng, narrow 
peninsula, on which there is a considerable settle- 
ment of Esquimaux. The natives have driftwood 
stuck up onend on each side of the peninsula to 
direct the flight of wild ducks across a given point, 
where they conceal themselves behind a breast- 
work to either shoot or kill them with slings as 
they fly over. The Ksquimanx eat every part of 
an animal or fowl Even the entrails are 
utilized, and of walrus they even eat 
the hide, which is often more than an inch in 
thickness. When any game is brought in it is 
buried; if the weather is fine they will cook it, 
otherwise they eat it raw. In the Winter these 
people live in underground houses, in Summer 
they live in tents made of walrus hide; but these 
of Point Barrow bave a plentiful supply of canvas 
from the sails of numerous whale‘ships wrecked in 
that vicinity, and all their tents are made of this 
canvas. ‘They seemed to be well supplied with 
guns; in nearly every tent there was a breech- 
loading rifle. and shot-guns of ancient and mod- 
ern patterns were fécattered around in great 
profusion. In the Summer time they travel 
along the coast in their skin canoes; in Winter 
they hitch their dogs to sledges and move over 
the ice. On the eastern extremity of Point Barrow 
the Esquimaux lay their dead wrapped in canvas, 
with their personal property beside them, exposed 
to the elements and wild beasts. There were about 
as many dead as live natives on the Point. All the 
Esquimaux bear the imprint of intense suffering, 
their faces being covered with hair-like wrinkles. 
Contact with civilization nas been most fatal tothe 
Esquimaux. Besides supplying them with rum 
and communicating to them foul diseases, the 
Americans have wantonly destroyed the walrus, 
their main dependence for food. Walrus are now 
getting scarce and wild, and are practically beyond 
their reach. Starvation has already made heary 
inroads among them. 
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FATE OF ANDERSON AND ELIZA PINKS-

erwth, when he who aroused to the highest pitch 
the fervid national feeling that characterizes ail 
Keltic peoples, was chosen chief bard by the ac- 
clamations of the multitude. 

At the present time, especially among the Welsh 
in Pennsylvania, they have formed large choirs for 
the study of the choruses of the great masters, and 


; in this way they are doing a great work in spread

ingaloveand knowledge of the masterpieces of 
Handel, Bach, Haydn, and Mendelssobn. So uni 
versal among ali classes of the Welsh people bas 
this love for chorus singing become, that it ma 
with safety be said that no other people have suc 
a widely diffused acquaintance with the very high- 
est class of music as they have. This fact was 
forcibly impressed on the writer by overhearing 
the remarks and criticisms on the singing of the 
different choirs at the late contest in this city, the 
speakers exhibiting a familiarity with, and a sound 
knowledge of, the works sung, and the manner of 
their performanee, that were certainly more 
appreciative and better informed than the 
criticisms one hears at the performance oi 
an oratorio by one of our home sosieties 
This is the more remarkable when we take inte 
consideration the fact that both singers and listen- 
ers were by far the greater part composed of 
miners and their wives and children—a class of 
people engaged in what is usually regarded as one 
of the most depressing oecupations in its effects on 
the workers. Bat inspite of the heavy toil, shut 
up In the gloomy and dangerous mines, these hum- 
bie peopie have kept alive in their hearts this pure 
love for a refining art, and, in spite of difficulties 
and obstacles that are almost insurmountable, 
have reached a pitch of excellence in their per- 
formance that must not fear to stand comparison 
with that of the best socicties in the largest of our 
cities, who are furnished with every means and op- 
portunity for the study of oratorios under the 
guidance of the best musiciansintheland. The 
writer made numerous inquiries among them. dur- 
ing the bi-centennial festival, as to their mode of 
procedure in learning these choruses, with the fol- 
lowing result: 

The members composing a choir are often scat- 
tered over a wide extent of territory, so that regnu- 
lar weekly or even monthly meetings of the choir 
are impossible. For instance, one of the choirs in 
the late contest has a membership spread over a 
district 40 miles in extent, with no means of com- 
munication but the rough country wagon or the 
long tramp afoot. When a newchorus is to be 
learned, the various members will procure, if they 
ean afford it, one copy for each member of the 
family, or, if the work is expensive, one copy for 
the whole family. Then the neighboring families 
will meet once or twice a week at one another’s 
houses, the best reader among them is appointed 
leador,and they goto work with no instrument but a 
pitch-pipe or tuning-fork to master the fugues of 
Hendel or Haydn. ‘There is something almost 
pathetic in the picture of these hard-worked 
men and women, and even little children, 
meeting thus, surrounded by the crimy waste of a 
mining district, and setting to work with loving 
patience to master, unassisted, the musical 
thoughts of the greatest genius. When all these 
small parties have mastered the chorus—which 
they do so thoroughly that they commit it te 
memory—a meeting of the whole choir is held, 
numbering from 10 to 300, in some church, o1 
school, or railway station, and the leader of the 
choir, himself usualiy a miner, holds a grand re 
view of the work done by his lieutenant. The 
whole work is gone over carefuily and thoroughly, 
and, after the singing of some of the old home 
songs in their mother tongue, the various groups 
separate for the long walk or ride through the 
woods and over the mountains to repeat the pro- 
cess with another chorus. The choirs that live iu 
the neighborhood of towns have, of course, many 
advantages over those that have to conduct their 
rehearsals in this fragmentary way, baving the op- 
portunity of frequent meetings, and the constant 
presence of their regular leader, and in seme in- 
stances the aid of instruments. 

One of the chief characteristics of the singing of 
these Welsh choirs is their confidence and vigor in 
attack, a quality that is sadly wanting in nearly a] 
our choruses; this is probably owing to the fact 
that every member of the choir is se confident of 
his knowledge of his part that he never feels it 
necessary to lean on his neighbor or wait for him 
to show him the way. It is also remarkable with 
them, that, although the singing at their concerts 
is always unaccompanied, they rarely vary from the 
pitch, even the long and difficult chorus that con- 
cludes Mendelssohn’s ‘“‘Hymn of Praise.” being 
sung by nearly all the choirs in the late contest, 
without falling or rising from the piteh. Their 
weakest point is the quality of the tone—this, 


| probably owing to the large number of boys and 


girls with unformed voices, and devoid of knowl- 


| edge as to how to use them, is inclined to be nasal. 


on the higher notes somewhat harsh. These are 


| blemishes, however, for which they are not re- 


sponsible, and they in no wise detract from the real 
excellence of their performances. . 
It is much to be regretted that, at their late test 


| in this city, there was not a wider interest and 
| sympathy manifested by our musical people and 


by all other citizens who would wish to encourage 
among the masses the pursuit of @n accomplish- 
ment that must, of necessity, largely conduce ta 
their refinement and education. It too often hap- 
pens that the village tavern furnishes the only re- 
laxatien the tired workmen knows from his unre 
mitting toil, but the lounging of the tavern and 
the study of ehorus singing are utterly incompati- 
ble, and hence the Welsh miners of our State are— 
thanks in great measure to their musical habits— 
among the soberest, most peace-ioving, and intelli: 
gent of the grand army of workingmen that make 
the prosperity of Pennsylvania.

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TRANT DEFENDS PORTER 
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THE REASONS FOR HIS BELIEF 1N 
PORTER'S INNOCENCE. 
®EDIENCE OF THE 4:30 ORDER MAKING 

FIRST NECESSARY A DEFEAT OF TWEN- 
TY-FIVE THOUSAND MEN BY TEN THOU- 
SBAND—-TO DECLARE PORTER CONVICTED 
ON MISTAKEN TESTIMONY A DUTY OF 
CONGRESS. 
From the North American Review for Decembder. 
On the 27th of November, 1862, a courtemar- 
fial was convened in the city of Washington for 
the trial of Major-Gen. Fitz John Porter, of the 
volunteer force. The court consisted of nine mem- 
bers and a Judge-Advocate—the Judge-Advocate- 
Beneral of the Army. The charges against Gen. 
Porter were: First—Disobedience of orders under 
the ninth Article of War. Second—Misbehavior 
pefore the enemy under the fifty-second Article 
of War. 
| Under the first charge there were three specifi- 
yations of which the court found Porter guilty. 
fhese were substantially: First—Disobedience to 
jhe order of Aug. 27 requiring him to march from 
Warrenton Junction at 1 o’clock on the morning of 
jhe 28th and be at Bristoe station by daylight. 
fecond—Disobedience on Aug. 29, while in front of 
jhe enemy, to the joint order to McDowell and 
Porter directing them to march toward Gainesville 
ynd establish communication with the other corps. 
Third—Disobedience on Aug. 29, while in front of 
the enemy, to what is known as the ‘'4:30 P. M. 
prder,”’ requiring Porter to attack the enemy’s 
fank and rear. 
| Under the second charge the specifications upon 
which Porter was tried and convicted were, in sub- 
jtance: First—Shameful disobedience to the 4:30 
P. M. order on Aug. 29, while in sight of the field 
pnd in full hearing of its artillery; and retreat from 
pdvancing forces of the enemy, without attempting 
jo engage them or to aid the troops who were fight- 
jag greatly superior numbers, and who would have 
secured a decisive victory and captured the ene- 
y’s army but for Porter's neglect to attack and 
his shameful disobedience. Second—Failure of 
Porter all that day to bring his forces on the field 
whenwithin sound of the zuns and in presence of the 
pnemy, and knowing that a severe action of great 
ponsequence was being fought, and that the aid o7 
his corps was greatly needed, and his shameful 
Sewer back and retreat from the advance of un- 
nown forces of the enemy without attempting to 
ive them battle. Third—Shameful failure of Por- 
er on the same day, while a severe action was be- 
ng fought, to go to the aid of Gen. Pope’s troops, 
when he believed that they were being defeated 
anc were retiring from the field; and his shameful 
retreat away and falling back under these circum- 
stances, leaving the army to the disasters of a pre- 
pumed defeat; and failure, by any attempt to at- 
tack the enemy, to aid in averting a disaster which 
would have endangered the safety of the capital. 
These are the accusations that were made 
against Gen. Porter tor his part and failure ia the 
battles generally known as those of the second 
Bull Run campaign. The court found him guilty 
pi the charges and specifications. If he was so 
guilty, the punishment awarded was not commen- 
suratie with the offense committed. I believe law- 
yers have taken exception to the formation of the 
court and to some of its technical rulings; but 
neither at the time nor sinee has Gen. Porter at- 
tempted to evade the consequences of his acts by 
any special pleading, or by taking advantage of 
any technical error ir. the composition of the court, 
or the metaod of its being ordered, but has relied 
entirely upon his innocence of all the charges and 
specifications, and would not be satisfied with an 
acquittal on any other ground than that of 
his entire innocence. it will be seen 
from the foregoing that Gen. Porter’s alleged 
misconduct was embraced in three separate cases 
of disobedience of orders, one on the 27th of 
August and two on the 29th of August, and in 
having retreated unnecessarily from the enemy, 
by that act endangering other portions of the 
army with which he was co-operating. 
it will be seen that, though these offenses were 
alleged to have been committed in August of 1862, 
he was continued in the command of an army 
corps until some time in November following, 
taking an active part in the battles of ‘the day fol- 
Jowing the date of the Jast charge, and in com- 
mand oi the defenses of Washington on the west 
bank of the Potomac, and also at the dattle of 
Antietam, some weeks later. It would look at 





first very gular that an_ officer, so wan- 
tonly derelict in the performance of his 
duty as Gen. Porter was alleged to have 


been on the 27th and 29th of August should have 
been continued in so important a place as the com- 
mand of an army corps, when so much wasat stake 
as there was on the 30th of August, and in the de- 
fenses of Washington and in the later battles in 
Maryland, when the inyasion of the North was 
threatened. These faets would indicate to an un- 
prejudiced mind that the charges against Porter 
were an after-thought, to shift the responsibilities 
of failure from other shoulders and to place them 
upon him. In regard to his disobedience ef the or- 
der of the 27th of August, he is alleged to have 
without justification deferred his march from War- 
renton Junction to Bristoe station from 1 o’clock 
until 3 of the morning of the 28th. It was about 10 
o’clock on the night of the 27th when Porter re- 
veived the following order: 
HBAD-QUARTERS ARMY OF VIRGINIA, 2 
BRISTCE STATION, Aug. 27, 1862, 6:80 P. M.y 

GeNERAL: The Major-General commanding directs 
that you start at i o'clock and come forward with 
your whole corps, or such part of it as is with you, so 
6 to be here by dayiight to-morrow morning. Hooker 
has had avery severe action with the enemy, with a 
loss of about 400 killed and wounded. The enemy has 
been driven back, but is retiring along the railroad. 
We must drive him from Manassas, and clear the 
country between that place and Gainesville, where 
bMicDowell is. If Moreti has not joined you send word 
to him to push forward immediately; alsosend word 
to Banks to hurry forward with all speed to take 
your place at Warrenton Junction. It is necessary, 
dn all accounts, that you should be here by daylight. 
{send an olficer with this dispatch, who will conduct 
you to this place. Be sure to send word to Banks, who 
8 on the road from Fayetteville, probably in the direc- 
lon of Beaiton. Say to Banks also that he had best 
‘un back the railroad trains to this side of Cedar Run. 
if he is net with you, write him to that effect.

His troops had been niarching all day, were very 
much fatigued, some of them only haying just ar- 
rived in camp and had their supper, when the 
order to march at1o’cloek was received. The 
night, as shown in the testimony before the court 
which tried Porter, and as confirmed by the evi- 
dence given in what was known as the Schofield 
Board, was extremely dark; the road very narrow, 
with numerous cuts and streams passing through 
it; bounded by woods on both sides in many places, 
with no place where the open country could.be 
taken for the march of troops; and blocked up 
with about 2,000 ariny wagona, many of them mired 
inthe narrow road, so that the officer who con- 
veyed this order to Gen. Porter was over three 
hours, on horseback, in making the distance of 10 
miles. Porter was expected, with fatigued troops, 
worn with long marches, on scanty rations, to 
make a march on a very dark night, through a 
blockaded road, more rapidly than a single aide-de- 
camp, unincumbered, had been able to get through 
on horseback. 

When he received the order he showed it to his 
eading Generals, and, apparently with one ac- 
cord, they decided that the movement at that hour 
‘was impossible; further, that no time could possi- 
bly be gained by so early a start, and that if thoy 
should start at that hour and get through to Bris- 
toe station at the time designated the troops 
would not be fit for either fighting or march- 
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ing on their arrival at that point. Por- 
ter replied, however, “Here is the or- 
der and it must be obeyed;’” but, after 


further consultation, he decided, as did his Gen- 
erals, that a postponement of two hours in start- 
ing the march would enable them to get through 
us quick as if the men were kept on foot and un- 
der arms while the road was being cleared, and 
that the men would bein a much better condition 
for service on their arrival at their destination. He 
was entirely justified in exercising his own judg- 
ment in this matter, because the order shows that 
he was not to take part in any battle when he ar- 
rived there, but was wanted to pursue a fleeing 
enemy. He did not leave the commanding General 
in ignorance of his proposed delay, nor of the rea- 
sons for it, but at once sent a request that the 
Generalcommanding should send back cavalry (he 
bad none himself) and clear the road near him of 
incumbrances, so that the march might be unob- 
structed. 

It is shown that a literal obedience to the order 
of the,27th of August was a physical impossibility. 
It is further shown that Gen. Porter was desirous 
of obeying it literaily, so far as was practicable, 
but was prevailed upon by his leading Generals— 
against whom wu suspicion of disloyalty to their 
commander, or to the cause, bas never been en- 
tertained—to do what his own judgment ap- 
proved as the best thing to de—to make a 
later start with a view of arriving at his destina- 
tion as early as it was possible for him to arrive 
there, :nd to give to his jaded and worn troops 
two hours more of needed rest. If the night had 
been clear and the road an opey one, there would 
not have been as much justification for the exer- 
cise of his discretion in the matter; but there is no 
doubt that he would have arrived at Bristoe 
station just as early, and with his troops in much 
better condition, if he had started at early dawn 
instead of at the hour he did, and the intervening 
time had been used in clearing the road for his 
troops when they did march. Where there were 
open spaces along the line of road, they were 


either marshy, filled with stumps of trees, 
and impossible to march over, or were 
crowded with army wagons, so that the 


track of his army was limited to the incumbered 
narrow road between the two points designated 
in the order, whieh conld be cleared only by the 
wagons being moved ahead, as requested of Pope. 
Much of the testimony before the court and before 
the army board might be quoted to confirm what 
is here stated, but as this is all accessible to tho 
reader I will mot lengthen this statement by 
quoting it.

of Lee's army by the veyr route designated 
by Pope, many hours before the 4:30 order was 
published. Porter was not in ignorance of that 
arrival. Between 12 and 1 o'clock, on arriving 
at his advanced position, Porter was shown by 
McDowell a dispatch from Gen. Buford, sent 
at 9:30 on the morning of the 29th, stating 
that from 17 to 18 regiments of the en- 
emy had passed through Gainesville three- 
quarters of an hour before, or at 8:45 
o'clock, on their way to reinforce Jackson, so that 
the head of the colunmn must have been not only 
in supporting distance of Jackson, but at the place 
of deployment by 10 o’clock in the morning; and 
now it is known by cthers, as it was known by 
Porter at the time, that Longstreet with sume 25,- 
000 men Was in position confronting Porter by_ 12 
o’clock on the 29th of August, four hours and a 
half before the 4:30 order was written. 

While at the head of their united forces, between 
12 and 1 o’cloek, and while Porter was preparing 
to attack the enemy in his immediate front, Mc- 
Dowell, then in command, showed Porter the 

joint order” and also Buford’s dispatch. 
It was evident from this dispatch, cor- 
roborated by the enemy’s moyements in their 
immediate front, that the main forces of the 
enemy. which the * joint order” said were far dis- 
tant, had not only arrived, but had formed a junc- 
tion with Jackson and deployed in their front. 
Porter knew of this from another fact. He had 
prisoners from that force—Longstreet’s troops. 
The object of moving toward Gainesville had been 
thus defeated, and any further advance, if prac- 
ticable, would only the more widely separate them 
from Pope’s forces, then checked at Groveton, at 
least two miles distant, and with which they were 
ordered to “establish communieation.”” McDowell, 
as he had the right, at once withdrew his troops, 
leaving Porter with 10,000 men to confront Long- 
street’s 25,000, while he went by a circuitous route 
to a point between Porter and Pope to establish 
the communication enjoined. 

Thus left alone, facing ;superior numbers adyan- 
tageously posted,and ignorant of the needs of 
Pope, if indeed he had any, Porter had necessarily 
to bide McDowell’s arrival on his right. In the 
meantime his duty was manifestly to engage Long- 
Street’s attention and prevent him from moving 
against Pope, especially while MeDowell was out 
of support of both Pope and Porter. Porter all 
that day did not hear of McDowell, or of what was 
taking place in front af Pope, though he kept the 
former well informed of affairs with him, and pre- 
sumed that bis dispatches were sent to the latter. 
He, however, engaged Longstreet’s attention by 
demonstrations nearly harmless to himself, and so 
successfully as to cause Longstreet to take Wilcox’s 
division from in front of Pope, in order to strength- 
en the line confronting Porter, who at the time 
was aware of this moveinent of forces coming 
from the right to his front, and notified McDowell 
of it. Thus Porter, without#sacrifice of men, and 
without endangering any interests, did more for 
Pope’s relief than if he had gone directly to that 
General’s assistance. To have done so would prob- 
ably have sacrified his corps without any benefit 
and jeoparded the safety of Pope’sarmy. So far 
as I have investigated the case—and I have studied 
it, I think, pretty thoroughly—I see no fact to base 
the charge of retreat upon. Ido not see that any 
argument to prove this is necessary, because any 
reader of history may be defied now to find where 
and when Gen, Porter retreated during the time 
specified. In my judgment. this disposes of tre 
charges, and consequently of all specifications un- 
der them, except the alleged disobedience of the 
4:30 P. M. order. 

In regard to the charge of disobedience of the 
4:30 order, which is the principal one and the one 
that has most deeply impressed the mind of the 
general public, there are evidences which look to 
ine important and conclusive showing that the 
court-martial which tried Gen. Porter found him 
guilty under a mistaken idea of the actual facts, 
now accessible to any one in search of the truth, 
and which Porter knew to be the facts at the time. 
The 4:30 P. M. order of the 29th of August required 
Porter to attack the enemy’s right flank and to get 
into his rear, if possible. This enemy, in the mind 
of the commanding General and, no doubt, of 
the court, was Jaeckson’s force of 22,000 men. Por- 
ter was supposed to occupy, with 10,000 troops, the 
position assigned to himinthediagram given, [Tho 
diagram is necessarily omitted.—Ep.}_ The court 
also seems to have been satisfied that the order to 
make this attack was received by Porter from 5 to 
5:30 o’clock inthe afternoon, leaving him abun- 
dance of time to obey the order. That the com- 
manding General believed the positions as given in 
the foregoing diagram to be the positions of the 
different commands is shown from the fact that 
in his joint order of that morning he stat- 
ed that “the indications are tlrat the 
whole force of the enemy is moving in 
this direction at a pace that will bring 
them here by to-morrow night or next day,”—that 
is, the evening of the 80th or the morning of the 31st 
of August—and from the fact that in the 4:30 order 
he stated that * the enemy is massed in the woods 
in front of us,” thus ignoring the presence of Long- 
street. This is confirmed in his map No. 5, fur- 
If these had been the 
facts of the case, there wou!d baye been no justiti- 
cation whatever for Porter's failing to make the 
attack as ordered; but, instead of the faets being 
as supposed by the commanding General and 
the court which tricd Gen. Porter, they were 


as shown by the following diagram. [This 
diagram, also, is necessarily omitted.—Ep.] 
This Porter knew on indisputable evidence. 


As shown by this diagram, Porter was not in a posi- 
tion to attack the right flank of Jackson, beeause 
he was at least three miles away, and not across 
his flank, as shown in the first diagram, With 
Longstreet’s presence, to have obeyed that order 
he would have been obliged, with 10,000 men, to 
have defeated 25,000 men in a chosen position, be- 
fore he could have moved upon the flank of the 
enemy, as the order directed. But even if the po- 
sition of Lee’s army had been 386 to 48 hours dis- 
tant, as asserted in the joint order to McDowell 


| and Porter, it would haye been impossible for 








Porter to have obeyed the 4:30 order, because it 
did not contemplate a night attack, and was not 
received by Porter until about dark. To have 
obeyed it would have required some little prepara- 
tion, movement of troops, and distribution of or- 
ders, so thatit wouid have been some time after 
dark before he could have moved from the posi- 
tion he was then occupying, and at least as late as 
8 o’clock at night before he could have reached 
Jackson’s flank to engage it. His efforts to exe- 
cute the order, notwithstanding its apparent inap- 


| propriateness, demonstrate this assertion.

tending for a restoration to his position in the 
Army and in society, and always, as stated in the 
beginning of this article, on the ground of his en- 
tire innocence. 
Board has, in my judgment, established his inno- 
cence of all thefoffenses for which he wastried and 
conyicted. The sufferings of 20 years, under such 
findings, for himself and family and friends, is 
something it isnowimpossible to set right. ‘Twenty 
years of the best part of his life haye been con- 
sumed in trying to have his name and his reputa- 
tion restored before his countrymen. In his appli- 
cation now before Congress, he is asking only that 
he may be restored to the rolls of the Army, with 
the rank that he would have if the court-martial 
had never been held. This, in my judgment, 
isa yery small part of what it is possible to doin 
this case, and of what ought to be done. Gen. 
Porter should, in the way of partial restitution, be 
declared by Congress to have been convicted on 
mistaken testimony, 2nd therefore to have never 
been out of the Army. This would mako hima 
Major-General of volunteers until the date might 
be fixed for his muster out as of that rank, after 
which he should be continued as a Colonel of in- 
fantry and Brevet Brigadier-General of the United 
States Army from the date of the act, when he 
a be placed upon the retired list with that 
rank, 

In writing what I have here written, I mean 
no criticism upon the court which tried Gen. 
Porter, nor upon the officers under whom or 
with whom he served. It is easy to under- 
stand, in the condition of the public mind as 
it was in 1862. when the Nation was in great 
peril, and when the Union troops had met with 
some severe reverses, how the public were ready 
to condemn—to deatn if need be—any officer 
against whom even a suspicion might be raised. 
For many years, and until within a year, I believed 
that the position and number of the troops on both 
sides were as stated in the first diagram given here, 
and that the order to attack was received at an 
hour in the day sufficiently early to have made the 
attack feasible; and under that impression it 
seemed to me that the enemy, unless through very 
bad generalship on the Union side, could not have 
teen able to escape while a superior force con- 
fronted him and 10,000 men flanked him. But a 
study of the case not only has convinced me, but 
has clearly and conclusively established, that the 

osition and numbers of the armies were as given 
in the second diagram. 

If asolemn and sincere expression of my thor- 
ough understanding of and belief in the entire 
innocence of Gen. Porter will tend to draw the 
public mind to the same conviction, I shall be 
abundantly rewarded for my efforts. It will 
always be a pleasure to me, as well as a duty, to be 
the instrument, even in the smallest degree, of set- 
ting right any man who has been grossly wronged, 
especially if he has risked life and reputation in 
defense of his country, I feel, as stated on a pre- 
vious occasion, a double interest in this particular 
case, because, directly after the war, as General of 
the Army, when I might have been instrumental in 
having justice done to Gen. Porter, and later, as 
President of the United States, when I certainly 
could have done so, I lahored under the firm 
conyiction that he was guilty; that the facts 
ef the receipt of the 4:30 order were 
as found by the court, and that the 
position of the troops and numbers were as 
given in the first of these diagrams. Having be- 
come better informed, I at once voluntarily gave, 
as I have continued to give, my earnest efforts to 
impress the minds of my couatrymen with the jus- 
tiee of this case, and to secure from our Govern- 
ment, as far as it could grant it, the restitution due 
to Gen. Fitz John Porter.

‘ If the Senate should be cailed together in 
extra session next March, or whenever it 
shall meet after that time, the fortunes of 
politics will be found to have placed an ex- 
traordinary power in the hands of the two 
Readjuster Senators from Virginia. The 
changes which will take place before the 
opening of the next Congress are explained 
in detail in our Washington dispatches. 
The result of them in brief will be that 
at most the Republicans will have but 38 
votes in the Senate, and will probably 
have but 37, which is 2 less than the ma- 
jority necessary to elect a presiding officer 
in the place of Mr. Davip Davis, or to 
slect afficers in place of the present Demo- 
cratic iscumbents. This will place in the 
hands of the two Virginia Senators—Messrs. 
Manone and RippLEBERGER—the power to 
elect the Republican candidates on such 
terms as may be mutually agreed upon. A 
suggestive indication of the kind of bar- 
gain which these gentlemen will try to 
drive is found in the announcement 
that they favor the choice of Mr. 
GeorGE C. Gorwam for Secretary of the 
Senate. In such a trade the Republicans 
could lose much and could gain nothing. 
[It would be far better to let the Virginia 
Senators vote with the Democrats, if they so 
chose, and it is safe to say that the latter 
would profit no more by the accession than 
the Republicans would by trying to prevent 
it. So far as the future of the Republican 
Party is concerned, it would be a good rid- 
gance. 








The Legislature of Georgia elected two 
United States Senators yesterday. PoPr 
Barrow was chosen to fili the unexpired 
term of the late Senator Hru1, ending on the 
4th of March next, and ex-Gov. CoLquiTT 
was mamed for the long term, expiring 
in 1889. The canvass in support of Gov. 
CoiguiTr’s candidacy was largely of a 
personal nature, his opponents attacking him 
and his record with a bitterness which re- 
called the contest which ended in his re- 
election to the Governorship in 1880. To 
the charges against him his friends were 
able to reply that during his two terms of 
office the debt of the State has been reduced, 
its credit raised, the school fund largely 
increased and educational facilities im- 
proved, the taxable property expanded, 
aud manufacturing interests nearly 
doubled. Gov. CorguiTr has a ‘“‘war 
record” which endears him to _ the 
hearts of Georgians, and he has abilities and 
convictions which ought to make him a Sen- 
ator of more than average usefulness in legis- 
lation. Mr. Pore Barrow is wholly un- 
known to national politics, He has done 
creditable service in the Constitutional 
Convention and Legislature of his own 
State, is a good speaker, an able 
lawyer, and a pronounced advocate of 
tariff reform. ‘The Legislature of Georgia 
had the forethought to invite the prominent 
candidates for the Senatorship to come be- 
fore it and make speeches upon the issues of 
the day. Mr. Barrow went beyond _the 
tereotyped arraignment of the Republican 
Party to point out the necessity of some re- 
form legislation, especially in respect to 
Customs duties. He told the Legislature 
that the present tariff takes out of the pock- 
ets of the Southerners every year $60,000,000 
‘or $70,000,000 of the $250,000,000 which

RENTS ABER ARSE EAT te SRT I OTN MEE 


The Governor of Alabama, in his Mes- 
sage to the Legislature, is able to give a rose- 
colored view of the financial condition of 
Its present debt is put at $9,407, - 
800. It is a cornfort to know just how much 
itis, fora few years ago it was ‘‘one of 
those things no feller could find out.” Ala- 


bama is fortunate in having completed its 
process of readjustment before the scaling 
down of debts grew into disfavor in the 
South. The commission which investi- 


gated its debt in 1875-6 and reported a plan 


of readjustment found a total of over 
$30,000,000 for which the 





State was 
directly and contingently liable. By 
scaling down principal and_ interest 
and replacing old bonds with new, 


the burden was very materially reduced. In 
fact, some $20,000,000 of debt was got rid 
of entirely without the tiresome process of 
payment, and on most of the rest the in- 
terest was got down to the comfortable rate 
of 2 per cent. for a period of years, 3 per 
cent. for another period, 4 per cent. for an- 
other, and 5 percent. thereafter—that is, for 
a period which does not begin for fifteen 
years yet. 


The formal trial of Anast Pasha has not 
yet begun and the preliminary judicial in- 
quiry into his case is accumulating such a 
mass of material that there is talk about 
abandoning the entire proceeding and hav- 
ing ARABI exiled by decree of the Khédive. 
It is announced that the committee of in- 
quiry have up to date examined 135 witnesses 
and interrogated 126 rebel prisoners by way 
of laying a foundation for the prosecution of 
the arch-rebel. As the presence of English 
counsel requires all the evidence thus ob- 
tained to be translated, and as the peculiar 
character of this preliminary proceeding re- 
quires the value of the evidence to be passed 
upon, the extraordinary cumbrousness of 
the attempt to engraft the methods of an 
English State trial on the summary judicial 
procedure of the East may be partly im- 
agined. The British Government, which 
already finds Egypt developing some of the 
characteristics;of an Oxiental Ireland, would 
no doubt be heartily glad to get Arant off 
its hands with all convenient dispatch, and 
Lord Durrerin will have earned a new 
claim to the gratitude of Mr. GLADSTONE 
should he be able to cut short the apparent- 
ly interminable process of reconciling Eng- 
lish ideas of justice withEgyptian notions of 
evidence. 








The returns of the official vote of the 
State which are now coming in show that 
an unusual proportion of voters staid at 
home on the 7th of November. The ab- 
sentees may be safely inferred to have been 
chiefly Republicans, and of those who 
did vote a considerable number relieved 
themselves of the disagreeable necessity of 
depositing a Democratic ballot by support- 
ing Horxrns, the Prohibition candidate for 
Governor. The result is that the Prohibition 
vote of the State, instead of being confined to 
its usual proportions of 4,000 to 5,000, promises 
to reach at least ten times these figures. In 
such circumstances, it is hardly necessary to 
discuss the position of the fanatical wing of 
the temperance reformers as being likely to 
hold the balance of voting power in some 
future contest. The instructive fact is 
that though Hancock failed to carry the 
State in 1880 he will be found to. 
have polled more votes than CLEVELAND 
When the returns are complete it will be 
possible to make some estimate as to the 
relative power of the three factors in the 
Democratic majority—Republican absten- 
tion, Republican voting for the Prohibition 
ticket, and Republican support of CLEVE- 
LAND. 








THE SHIPPING INVESTIGATION. 


The joint committee of Representatives 
and Senators appointed to investigate the 
shipping trade of the country returned to 
this City yesterday, and will resume their 
labors at the Fifth-Avenue Hotel this morn- 
ing. A large number of replies have been 
received from various experienced per- 
sons to the circular sent out early in the sea- 
son, and others are in course of preparation. 
These will form the basis of the commit- 
tee’s direct investigation, and there is some 
prospect that a more thorough examination 
of the subject will be‘ had than has previ- 
ously been possible. The character of the 
questions embraced in the circular shows 
that the committee wishes to get at the facts 
if it can, and if the personal examination 
of witnesses is conducted in the same spirit 
there is every reason to expect a report 
which, with the accompanying testimony, 
shall possess real value. 

In one sense the work of the committee 
will bein vain. Nothing will be done with 
the recommendations that it may make at 
the next session of Congress, and itis not 
very likely that a new Congress, with a 
Democratic majority, will be inclined to act 
directly upon them. In saying that nothing 
will be done perhaps exception should be 
made of a possible recommendation for a 
system of subsidies, but it is so improbable 
that the committee will suggest any such 
policy, and to adopt it at the coming session 
would be so fatal a blunder for the Republi- 
can Party, that that contingency may well 
be dismissed. The Republican leaders, if 
they have not completely lost their heads, 
will occupy themselves this Winter with 
trying to save the party and not to ruin it, 
and any attempt at subsidies, in the present 
condition of public sentiment, would render 
the Republican cause absolutely “hopeless. 
But while the committee cannot expect to 
get any definite action on their report, they 
have itin their power to make one which 
will very strongly influence the course of 
future legislation whenever it may be un- 
dertaken, and which will make it difficult, 
if not impossible, for any Congress very 
soon to wander off upon the shallow and in- 
sufficient devices which have heretofore oc- 
cupied public attention. | 

One advantage possessed by the present 
committee is that its commission embraces 
the whole field and not merely that part of 
it occupied by our alleged ship-builders: It 
does not necessarily set out to discover some 
means of making ship-building profitable, 
but it aims to find out why Americans do 


not own and sail ships, whether built here 
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z 








or elsewhere, and what can be done to 
bring about that end, which primd facie is 


certainly desirable. With this broader 


range of investigation the committee has 


obviously the opportunity to ascertain 
the truth in regard to all the inter- 
ests involved, and to attempt to clear the 


way for the operation of those forces of re- 


cuperation which American commerce may 
fairly be supposed to have in reserve, but 
which have heretofore been so carelessly, 
and yet so effectually, impeded. It is not a 
simple nor an easy task, but it is one which 


will amply repay all the industry, intelli- 
gence, and sound discretion that may be ex- 
pended upon it. Without presuming to an- 
ticipate the conclusions of the committee, 


there is one thing which is apparent upon 


the face of the situation, and that is 


that the laws which - give American 
ship-builders a complete monopoly of the 
home market have not accomplished their 


purpose. They have not fostered the ship- 
building trade. On the contrary, whether 


in consequence or in despite of these laws, 
that trade has been practically destroyed, so 
far as concerns vessels for foreign commerce. 


The building of ships for the coasting 
trade goes on, because the trade is neces- 
sary, and foreigners are entirely shut 
out from it. Coastwise transportation 
and river transportation there must 
be, even if carried on at a_ great 
disadvantage. In this case there is a sub- 
stantial and continuous demand for vessels, 
and as the supply is given over by law to 
home builders, such vessels are necessarily 
built at home. There is a fulcrum for the 
lever of the law to work upon. In foreign 
commerce there is none. The law, in en- 
deavoring to compel Americans to buy 
domestic made vessels, left them the alter- 
native of buying none at all or of buying 
and sailing them under a foreign flag, and 
one or the other of these alternatives has been 
resorted to. As ameans for creating the 
industry of ship-building in the United 
States the law is therefore a melancholy and 
obvious failure. It might as well confer on 
American citizens the exclusive privilege of 
gathering the ice crop in the Gulf of Mexico. 
There is none to gather. It gives to Ameri- 
cans the sole right to supply the American 
demand for ships for the foreign trade, to 
be sailed under the American flag, but there 
is no such demand. There is nothing to do 
with the shipping laws, then, devised for 
this purpose, but to repeal them. 

And in a general way it may be safely 
predicted that the committee, if its investi- 
gation be really thorough, will find that the 
one thing which Congress may safely and 
profitably do in this matter is to give the 
greatest possible freedom to American citi- 
zens, of whatever class, whether engaged, or 
wishing to engage, in ship-building or shbip- 
owning or the transportation of freight or 
passengers in ships. The subject is so in- 
tricate and extensive, the interests concerned 
are sO many and so varied, that Congress 
cannot hope to specifically legislate for 
them. Any attempt to do so must be lim- 
ited to one portion, and will injure the oth- 
ers if it do not injure all, as is most likely; 
whereas, if our people are left to make the 
most of whatever chances for profit may be 
open to them, they may be relied on to do it 
with the same energy, skill, and ingenuity 
which they have shown in other directions 
where they have been given a fair field. 





THE NEW COTTON CROP. 


The first official guess at the amount of 
the year’s cotton crop comes from the De- 
partment of Agriculture. There has been a 
great deal of individual and random guess- 
ing, based on narrow and imperfect data, 
the estimates ranging from 6,000,000 to 
7,000,000 bales. The latter figure is the largest 
ever used in talking of our cotton crop. It ex- 
ceeds by 400,000 bales the great crop of 1880, 
but the steady downward course of the 
market for the last six weeks has afforded 
good evidence that among those who should 
be well informed of the season’s prospects a 
very large crop was expected. The depart- 
ment’s estimate, given in pounds, is that the 
crop will be 6,723,661 bales of the average 
weight of 455 pounds net, orat the gross 
weight of 480 pounds it will be 6,377,117 
bales. Assuming the department’s estimate in 
pounds to be correct, it is probable that the 
number of bales, when reckored up at the 
end of the cotton year, will be somewhat 
less than this, for up to Nov. 1 the aver- 
age weight of the bales of the new crop re- 
ceived was 496.25 pounds, against 471.51 
pounds for the same month last year. The 
Texas bales averaged 525.15 pounds—a very 
unusual weight. This ratio of difference, 
if approximately maintained through the 
year, might reduce the apparent yield below 
last year’s figures, though the actual number 
of pounds would be, of course, much 
greater. 


The correctness of the department’s esti- 
mate of the total yield depends upon the 
correctness of its estimate of the acreage, 
which it puts at 2 per cent. below that of 
last year. The estimated yield per acre is 
188 bales. Should the encroachment of 
grain upon cotton lands prove to be greater 
than the department’s figures indicate, its 
estimate of the cotton yield will be found to 
require modification. The receipts, more- 
over, do not as yet show such an increase 
over last year as they ought to if 
it be true that the South really has sur- 
passed all her previous achievements in cot- 
ton-raising. The Financial Chronicle’s tables 
make the receipts for the week ending Nov. 
10 262,251, against 256,623 the previous 
week and 241,738 bales two weeks ago, 
showing a steady growth in the receipts 
from week to week. But the receipts from 
Sept. 1 to Nov. 10 were only 1,685,917 bales, 
against 1,657,366 bales for the same period 
in 1881, an increase of but 28,551 bales. 
The total amount of cotton in sight now is 
actually less than last year. This is partly 
explained by the known lateness of the sea- 
son. A wet Spring prevented early planting, 
and as the first frost of the season in the 
cotton States was reported no longer ago than 
Sunday, there has been no occasion to hasien 
the picking. The lateness of the frost favors 
the production of alarge crop, as the picking 
will go on until stopped by cold weather. 
Another fact to be considered is that the 
Department of Agriculture is very conserva- 
tive in its guesses, generally falling some- 
what below the mark. Its early statements 
indicated a corn crop of no more than 1,200,- 
000.000 bushels. It now confesses to no less 
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than 1,680,000,000 bushels. ‘Those persons 
who are still betting in the ‘‘ futures’’ mar- 
ket on a crop of 7,000,000 bales will perhaps 
prefer their own estimate to that of the de- 


partment, merely from a fondness for round 
numbers. 

It is perfectly evident that the crop is 
big enough for the world’s demand and 


something more, Our exports, which in 
September amounted to no more than 140,496 
bales, reached for the two months of Sep- 
tember and October taken together a total 
of 656,806 bales, an increase of 74,384 bales 
over the exports of the same two months 


last year. For the single week ending 
Nov. 10, 154,887 bales were shipped, 
and the total exports to that date amounted 
to 888,866 bales. This shows that the new 


crop is moving out very freely, a fact which 


is sufficiently reflected in the large offer- 


ings of cotton bills. This free export of 
cotton will aid materially to give our total 
exports the ‘‘lead’’ for which they have re- 


cently been striving inthe race with the im- 


ports. The shipments of cotton will be 


likely to continue large as long as the price 
continues at its present low figure. The 
stocks of the British and Continental spin- 


ners are very low, being on Nov. 1 49,000 
bales, against 222,000 bales a yearago. Our 
own spinners have thus far taken less cot- 
ton since Sept. 1 than last year. 

Whether the crop shall reach the round 
figure of 7,000,000 bales, or fall even below 
the estimate of the Washington experts, it 
will be large enough to have a money value 
of at least $325,000,000. Of this great sum 
very little will reach the hands of the ac- 
tual producers of the cotton. The factors, 
the ‘‘ merchandisers,’’ the buyers, sellers, 
shippers, spinners, weavers, speculators, and, 
in short, about everybody but the cotton 
grower, gets a share of the proceeds of the 
crop. It is the fashion now among the new 
school of economists in the South to de- 
nounce cotton as the great curse of that part 
of the country. It is the most ensnar- 
ing of delusions, the most faithless of co- 


quettcs, always promising and never 
performing. The fault is not in 
cotton but in those who grow it. No crop 


can be made profitable if cultivated in the 
shiftiess way in which Southern planters 
grow theircotton. Instead of 188 pounds to 
the acre, 300 or 400 might be raised, giving 
the planter more time and land for other 
crops out of which he could support him- 
self, making cotton a surplus crop. This 
lesson is being learned at the South, though 
slowly. So long as cotton is looked on as a 
kind of bonanza it is undoubtedly rather a 
curse than a blessing. 





A POLITICAL LOVE FEAST. 

It was a happy thought of Mr. Oxrver 
Ames, of North Easton, Mass., the Lieuten- 
ant-Governor-elect, to gather into one festive 
company, immediately after the late elec- 
tion, representative men from each of the 
political subdivisions of the State. To say 
that Mr. Ames proposed to convene a 
menagerie within his own mansion might 
be to take some liberty with the facts. 
Nevertheless, it is doubtful if there was ever 
assembled in Massachusetts, or any other 
State, a convocation so motley and so varie- 
gated. There were seen, cheek by jowl, Ep- 
WARD Avery, late Chairman of the anti- 
Butler Democratic Committee; Gov. Lona, 
the Republican Governor and Congress- 
man-elect; LEorpoLD Morse, a But- 
ler Democratic Congressman; ALPHEUS 
Harpina, one of the ‘‘old Silver Grays’’; 
Srmrons, the famous ex-Collector of Boston, 
whom GRANT appointed at BuTLEr’s re- 
quest; CHARLES W. Siack, an original 
abolitionist; several of the Amezs family, 
and, finally, the arch-fiend Gen. B. F. Bor- 
LER himself. This queer group was marched 
to Mr. AmeEs’s residence, where certain social 
ceremonies were performed, when the en- 
tire assemblage of politicians, proletarians, 
preachers, and amateurs filed into the Oakes 
Ames Memorial Hall, where a collation had 
been prepared, and where speeches were 
next in order. The average American must 
have a feed to glorify any important occa- 
sion. And heis unhappy if the event does 
not precipitate several speeches. 

The chief orators of this polychromaticas- 
semblage were Gov. Lone, Governor-elect 
Burier, and ex-Collector Smmons. Gov. 
Lone has just been elected to Congress from 
the Second District of Massachusetts. B. F. 
BuTLeR has just been elected Governor. 
And Mr. Simmons, the ex-Collector of Boston, 
represents the pro-Republican period of 
BuTLer’s checkered political career. It 
pleased the Governor to be sarcastic and 
humorous. He referred to BUTLER as a 
man unaccustomed to public life and public 
speaking, and as one to -whom the retiring 
Governor would offer counsel and advice as 
to cattle shows, fairs, banquets, and other 
festivities and celebrations at which the 
Gubernatorial presence should be invoked. 
The Governor generously offered him a scrap- 
book containing all of his speeches on these 
occasions, together with his own translation 
of the ‘‘ Aneid.’’ This and much more, by 
way of pleasantry, the Governor said, while 
the Governor-elect (who is wholly incapable 
of humor) wriggled in his chair. When he 
finally was on his feet, Governor-elect But- 
LER boasted that he had translated Virgil 
when a boy, but, now he was a man, 
he had put aside childish things. Over- 
whelmed, apparentiy, with the enormous 
burden so lately thrown upon him by the 
State election, Gen. BuTLer laboriously ad- 
dressed himself to defining his duties. 
He would have nothing to do with 
‘agricultural fairs, horse trots, and little 
gatherings of small people” until! he had re- 
duced taxation, put the bottom rail on top, 
enfranchised labor, curbed the demands 
of capital, and had, in short, cleaned off the 
State-house steps. The Governor-elect was 
in no mood for badinage. He was dread- 
fully in earnest, and he would take no joke 
from the outgoing Governor, but would 
saturninely insist that it was his duty to 
nurse the interests of the Commonwealth, 
‘* with its 1,780,000 inhabitants, its commerce 
whitening every sca, its busy spindles, 
work-shops, machine-shops, and, above all, 
leather industries.’’ 

It will beseen that Governor elect BUTLER 
enters upon his official duties with a high 
and mighty sense of the responsibilities de- 
volving upon him. He will tolerate no 
pleasantries; he is awfully and solemnly 
bent on governing Massachusetts without 


reference to agricultural fairs, civic celebra- 


tions, college Commencements, and other 


similar frivolities. Having regarded the | 
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glittering office from afar for many years, 
Gen. Buruer has brought himself to believe 
that he will go into power as one of the 
Lord’s anoivted, to do what no other Gov- 


ernor has ever done before—to reform, over- 
turn, reorganize, and make all things new. 
He is the promised and long-delayed Deliv- 
erer of the people. 

The North Easton love feast was a happy 


occasion for bringing together the hetero- 
geneous elements of Massachusetts politics; 
and it was not in vain that BuTLER was en- 
treated to show himself in his new character 


of Governor-elect. But.er has been chosen 
Governor within the past ten days, but he 
has already contrived to make more speech- 


es and write more letters than most candi- 
dates have been willing to commit within 


an entire canvass. We need no longer 


be in any doubt as to what his pol- 


icy and purpose as Governor will be. 
He will be every inch a Governor 
of Massachusetts. He will have no fooling 


around with official dignity, no trifling with 
potentates and powers, and no Gubernatorial 
frivolities. In vain did his henchman, 


Srumons, try to soften the severe dignity of 
the occasion by playful remarks and gentle 
satire. The grim old General shut himself 
upin his high and mighty character and 
refused to relax a muscle of his war-worn 
visage. He had done with blackguardism. 
He had forsworn ribaldry and personal 
abuse. He was now Governor-elect of 
Massachusetts, and so he was the only se- 
date figure at the festive board. Burier 
was the kill-joy of Mr. AxeEs’s political 
love feast. 





OUR PRIVILEGED CLASS. 

Americans have a strong dislike of a priv- 
ileged class. It is one of the objections 
made by politicians of the Blaine and Cam- 
eron type that civil service reform would 
create a privileged class of office-holders— 
men who would have the privilege of hold- 
ing their offices during good behavior. That 
England should have a privileged class of 
nobles is, in the eyes of most Americans, 
the chief blot upon British institutions. We 
insist upon the theoretical, if not the actual, 


“equality of men, and our Government is 


founded upon the principle that all men are 
born free and equal. And yet, what is 
proudly called the ‘‘ American system of 
protection’ gives usa privileged class with 
privileges far more extensive than any given 
to the British aristocracy, either by law or 
custom. 

The English nobleman inherits his wealth 
and title. He is granted a certain social 
precedence, and if he isa peer, he has the 
honor of sitting in the upper house. He is 
not, however, made a burden upon the peo- 
ple. They are not taxed for his support, 
and they are not deprived of this or that 
article of comfort or luxury merely because 
some nobleman wishes to deprive them of 
it. No Englishman is poorer in purse or 
deprived of the right to buy what he wants 
merely because there is a British aristocracy. 
The English privileged class is not the 
tyrannical oppressor of the people, but the 
privileged class which we have created by 
our tariff laws oppresses and robs every 
man, woman, and child in the country. 

Between those who are ‘protected’ by 
the tariff and those who are not is a gulf 
wider than that which separates the English 
peasant from the English Duke. There are 
the men who are protected in manufacturing 
blankets. Every person in the United 
States, including even the wild Indian, must 
have blankets. But the law made in behalf 
of the privileged blanket manufacturer says 
that whoever buys a blanket must pay a 
heavy tax to the manufacturers. Let us say 
for the sake of illustration that there 
are a thousand blanket manufacturers in 
the country. Were it not for the privi- 
leges conferred upon these men we 
could buy English blankets for a 
dollar apiece, but we are compelled either to 
buy the blankets made by the privileged 
manufacturers, and to pay two dollars 
apiece for them, or to be punished by a fine 
of one dollar for every English blanket that 
we may venture to buy. We submit to this 
because it is called ‘‘ protecting American 
industry.’’ In point of fact, it is protecting 
a very small class of men by giving them 
exceptional privileges. The whole country 
is taxed for their support, or fined for 
neglecting to support them. There is no 
hereditary aristocracy in Europe which en- 
joys so monstrous and unjust a privilege as 
is enjoyed by our protected and privileged 
blanket manufacturers. 

An American privileged class comprises 
all who are ‘‘ protected”’ by the tariff. They 
constitute an exceedingly small fraction of 
the whole peopie. They do not base their 
claim to their privileges upon truth or ser- 
vices to the country, but simply upon their 
ability to hoodwink their fellow-citizens and 
coax or extort legislation from Congress. 
Were every Englishman to be taxed four 
English shillings on every blanket owned by 
him, and were this tax to be avowedly im- 
posed for the benefit of, say, the Duke of 
DEVONSHIRE, there would be a revolution 
within twenty-four hours, but Americans, 
with all their hatred of class privileges, sub- 
mit quietly to the imposition of just such a 
tax for the benefit of Smith, Brown, and 
Robinson, the blanket-makers. 

If protection isa grand and beneficent 
American idea, the existence of a privileged 
class, with power tc wring taxes from the 
whole community, assuredly is not. If, 
then, we are to retain protection, we must, 
to be consistent in our hatred of class privi- 
leges, extend protection to every citizen, in- 
stead of limiting it toa few manufacturers. 
We must protect the day laborer by levying 
a heavy protective duty upon immigrating 
laborers, and we must protect authors, 
actors, ministers of the Gospel, and 
philosophers. So far these estimable citi- 
zens have had none of the privileges of 
protection. Mr. Herpert Spencer, who 
2s a philosopher does not compare in vague- 
ness and unthinkableness with our own JONES 
and Harais, is admitted to this country free 
of duty, whereas, in the interests of JONES 
and Harris, a prohibitory duty should have 
been put upon him long ago. Ministers 
like Dr. Tayztor and Dr. Hatt are import- 
ed from England and nobody dreams of for- 
bidding such importations in order to pro- 
tect American preachers. As for the Amer- 
ican stage, it is overrun with foreign play- 
ers, and not a particle of protection is given 
to our native players. 

Unless we are willing that free democratic 
America should suffer from the renroach of 





supporting the most grasping and tyrannical 
privileged class that the world has ever seen, 
we must either abolish protection or protect 
everybody. The latter was the plan se long 
followed by the Japanese, and still followed 
by the Coreans. If we will not listen to the 
free traders, let us sit at the feet of the 
Coreans, who are the most thorough and 


consistent protectionists to be found on the 


surface of the globe. 
RAT RE ES 


Judges are disqualified by law, as well as by 
sentiments of equity and justice, from jurisdiction 
over suits in the results of which they could be as- 
sumed to have éven the remotast kind of interest. 
Itis for this reason thata Common Pleas Judge 
granted the preliminary injunction in the suit of 
the Western Union Telegraph Company and Jay 
GovuLp against the Mutual Union Telegraph Com- 
pany and some individual defendants. The suit is 
in the Supreme Court, but at the time the injunc- 
tion was applied for only one Judge of that court 
was in the Court-house, and he had no power to 
grant it because he owns Western Union stock. 
The same Judge !s now holding Chambers, and 
cannot, for the same reason, hear a motion to con- 


tinue the injunction until the determination of the 


litigation. As all the other Judges of the Supreme 
Court are busy, or are likewise disqualified. the 
hearing will not take plice during this month un- 
less a qualified Judge from out of town comesto 
the City to sit forit specially. The parties tothe 
action cannot stipulate among themselves to ac- 
cept a Judge who owns stock of either corporation 
concerned, any more than, if the action were be- 
tween individuals alone,an agreement could be 
made between plaintiff and defendant to the effect 
that a Judge related to either of them should pass 
upon the matters at issue. The prohibition of such 
an agreement in the latter case was pronounced by 
the Court of Appeals many years ago in the case of 
OAKLEY against AsPINWALL. That suit went to 
thecourt mentioned, and there the parties round 
Judge Setan B. Strona, of the Supreme Court, 
seated upon the bench, under the oid law pro- 
viding for the translation of Supreme Court 
Judges to the Court of Appeals. Judge Srrone 
happened to be related to the defendant, but as 
the plaintiff had heard that a disagreement had 
come between the relatives, he was not afraid 
that the relationship wou!d warp the judicial mina. 
He therefore consented to the argument of the 
appeal without delay. His faith was justified, for 
the court decided in his favor by the votes of five 
Judges againstthree. A rule of the court was that 
there must be at least five Judges in favor of a de- 
cision. The defendant claimed that this rule had 
not been followed because Judge Srrone had not 
been qualified to act, and that his disqualification 
could not be removed by stipulation. On these 
grounds he moved for a reargument of the appeal. 
The court held that Judge Srrone, not having had 
an original right of jurisdiction over the case, 
could not acquire jurisdiction through the acts of 
the litigants, and it therefore allowed the case to 
be argued a second time. 
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Is there a valid reason why the County 
Clerk should receive as his annual compensation 
fees aggregating between $75,000 and $100,000? If 
there is, itis hard to discover, and it nas eluded 
every unprejudiced seeker. No special qualifica- 
tions are necessary to the person occupying the 
office. His brain may be as dense as unleavened 
dough and his fingers as incapable of writing his 
name as of reproducing a painting by one of the 
old masters. All that is necessary to himisa ma- 
jority of the votes cast at the election. Every duty 
imposed upon the County Clerk by law Is capable 
of being performed vicariously, and, as a matter 
of fact, it isso performed. The only County Clerk 
who, in recent years at least, sought to make 
himself acquainted with the duties of his office, 
with a view to caring for the interests of the pub- 
lic, is Wituram A. BuTLerR, whose re-election the 
politicians succeeded in preventing last week. Mr. 
Butter has effected a partof the good whicha 
thorough business-like adminis ration of his office 
would produce, but this good is probably doomed 
to be swept away by his successor. That persen is 
a “practical politician’? put forward by other 
‘practical politicians” to seize and hold a fat 
office. If it were suggested to him that $75,000 or 
$100,000 is too much money fora County (lerk to 
receive as yearly compensation, his ready response 
would be that that officer is exposed at all times to 
suits for errors made by his subordinates, and that 
his large fees are rightly allowed him in view of 
tnat liability. This seems to be a sufficient answer. 
It is true that a person injured through any fault 
of omission or commission in the performance of 
duty by a subordinate of the County Clerk has a 
remedy in an action against that officer for damages. 
Ordinarily the action would lie against the person 
guilty of the error. In shifting the responsibility 
to his superior, the Legislature seems to have as- 
sumed that a public officer would be more likely to 
select capable and trustworthy assistants if he 
were bound, ina pecuniary sense, to compensate 
sufferers from their acts thanif he were not, and 
thatin this way the interests of the public would 
be served. The theory is a good one and ought to 
be carried out. It should not be nullified by per- 
mission being given to the County Clerk to collect 
from the public the means not only to insure him- 
self against losses in suits based on bad service to 
the public, but also'to enrich himself if he is inclined 
tosave money. All things considered, $10,000 is an 
ample salary fora County Clerk who knows and 
performs his duties. For such persons as have usu- 
ally occupied the office itis much toolarge. The 
responsibility of the County Clerk for the errors of 
his subordipvates should not be taken into eonsider- 
ation in fixing his compensation. That is a matter 
against which he should be left to protect himself. 
If he is a good business man he will take care not 
only that every clerk employed by him is com- 
petent to perform his duties, but that 
every one shall give him a bond sufficient to save 
him from loss. He willtake every possible meas- 
ure to protect himself, and by so doing will pro- 
tect the public. A law fixing the County Clerk’s 
salary at $10,000, holding him responsible for mis- 
takes or acts of negligence in his office. reducing 
many fees there, and making the fees charged 
returnable to the County Treasury, would do 
much to take this important office out of the con- 
trol of politicians. It has been in their hands for 
many years, and its revenues have been in large 
part applied to the support of party hacks and to 
the payment of Democratic campaign expenses, 
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Oleomargarine has had its day of agitation 
and attention, at least, although the terrible pos- 
sibility remains that any of us may have eaten it, 
or be now eating it, with neither intent nor 
knowledge. But awriter who must be aceepted 
as well informed—the editor ‘of the Agricultural 
Review—now tells us of a danger threatening cheese 
also. Under the ensilage system, he says, the land 
which now sustains the 15,000,000 milch cows now 
in the country will sustain 50,000,000, but producers 
of butter and cheese need not be troubled, for the 
room fer export isalmost boundless. Within the 
past five years the extension of what is known as 
the creamery system has improved the average 
quality of butter 25 to 50 per cent., the home con- 
sumption has increased in proportion as the masses 
get good butter. and people who were before 
accustomed to good butter eat more of it 
in consequence of getting a better article. 
The factory system in cheese-making first ap- 
peared in 1857, in Herkimer County, this State, 
which is the seat of the cheese industry; now 150 
cheese factories are running in that county, and 
over 3,000in the United States. Tho chief draw- 
back has been poor quality; that is, skimmed-milk 
cheese. This has sold at from one-fourth to three- 
fourths the price of full-milk cheess, according to 
the extent of the ‘skimming, but it has disgusted 
those who eat it, and has created an indiscriminat- 
ing prejudice against cheese. The skimmed article 
is asserted to be unfit for food, and althougn 59,- 
000,000 to 60,000,000 pounds of it are made annually 
in the United States, and although the product of 
fine butter has been increased, this has been at the 
expense of the cheese interest, injuring home con- 
sumption and export demand both. In order to at- 
tain cheap production of butter, the skimmed milk 
must be put to use, ‘‘and under proper eonditions 
it can be made into a fine cheese, where- 
by $25,000,000 to $35,000,000 may be saved 
tothe farmers of this country annually, even on 
the present numberof cows. and the publio sup- 
Plied with an excellent article.” This desirable 
stroke of economy is to be effected “‘by the sub- 
stitution of pure sweet animal or vegetable oi! for 
the cream taken from the milk and used to make 
butter.” A simple machine is used, consisting of a 
fixed vertically piaced cylinder, within which an- 





other and snugly fitting cylinder fs revolved at a 
high speed. Two vats, containing respectively 
sweet skimmed milk and pure sweet vegetable of 
animal oil, each heated to 135°, discharge their con 
tents into the cylinder, at the uniform rate of twa 
parts milk to one part oil; the twe are discharged 
into a receptacle below as “a pure, rich, perfect 
cream.” Each globule of milk is coated with oi! 
within the cylinader—we should naturally state if 
thus, but the writer whom we are quoting sayy 
that each’globule of oil is coated with milk. Thig 
artificial product, in the proportion of 114 pounds 
to the 100 pounds, is introauced into milk which 
has Been skimmed 24 and 36 hours, and the process 
of cheese-making is then the same as the regular 
one. ‘This artificial cream “sours the same as 
natural cream, and can be churned into butter 


likewise, producing a fine quality.” So broad an 
assertion may seem questionable, andif the natural 
cream first removed for butter-making can be thus 
replaced by a eubstitute equally good, the question 
at once arises whether the artificial cream, so long 


as it is the cheaper, cannot be substituted for the 


natural in butter-making as well. This practical 
age, it may be supposed, will finally put down 
qua!lmish scruples and will not care, if the actual 
fine butter is only got, whether it is got from cream 
or from old india rubbers.

ity College, Oxford, had been made a Canon of, 
Bristol, such an appointment being apparently in 
conflict with a recommendation of the University 
Commission as to a Head of House holding, except 
under certain specified conditions, other preter- 
ment. Mr. GLapstone thereupon gave cogent 
reasons why the Lord Chancellor had made the ap- 
pointment. In former days a Head of House kept 
without question or compunction all the places he 
could get. So lately as 1859 the Master of Balliol 
was Dean of Wells, and even Bishoprics were held 
with headships. It was the same with the rest of 
the clergy. Whenthe Pusey-Newman awakening 
began, the condition of the Church had for 154 
years been outrageously bad, and in nowise more 
so than in respect to pluralism, to give one or twa 
cases in point. Here is an extract froma diary in 
1724: 

“In the morning I was at the funeral of Mr. 
Forp, curate of Marylebone, [a large London par« 
ish.] Mr. Rippxe, of St.Giies in the Fields, [then the 
worst district in London,] was present, and said 
that the preceding Sunday he had performed the 
following duties: In the morning married & 
couples, then read the whole prayers and preached; 
after that churched 6 women. In the afterneon 
read prayers and preached; christened 32 children, 


6 at home and the rest at the font; buried 13, and 
read service over each separately.” 


Mr. Rippte must have been ina fair way to fol- 
low poor Mr. Forp. A writerin 1795, referring to 
this statement, says: “‘ What the curate received 
for doing all this duty and what the Rector re- 
ceived for doing nothing the memorandum sayeth 
not.” Again, in 1807, died Dr. Prony, brother of 
Lord Carysrort and Dean of Lichfield, $3,500 a 
year with house and gardens, Rector of Dodington, 
$15,000 a year, (the curate had $500, with, 
it may be aaded, an _ excellent charge 
of fever and ague, for the place is in 
the fens,) and Rector of Thorheaugh and Wans- 
ford. Itisadded that the Dean was supposed ta 
have saved $300,000—a great sum then. There are 
happily no such octopian divines in England to- 
day. The last disappeared in the person of Arch- 
deacon Hater, who had three large mansions in Lon- 
don, within 20 minutes’ walk of each other—ona 
quite a lordly mansion, as master of Charter House, 
another as Canon of St. Paul's, and athird as Rector 
of Cripplegate. If these days be days of doubt, it 
is, nevertheless, certain that in the Church of Eng- 
land there are, too, d«ys of unceasing toil and self- 
sacrifice. In the dull, sleepy, decadent period they 
did trouble themselves to ask whether they be- 
lieved or not, but shut their eyes and gulped 
down the weekly dose as thev slumbered in their 
pews on Sunday, only roused to animation when 
any discontented spirit dared to raise a question 
against so perfectly comfortable a condition of 
things as a good Deanery with a snug living or too 
in commendam. <Assuredly no laymanin England 
need lament the “ good old times” as far as her 
Church is concerned. The debt due to Newman 
and Pussy for the rude awakening they had so 
large a hand in effecting is even to-day inade- 
quately recognized. P

For many reasons, 
perfectly known’ to you, Mr. Hoar has on certain 
points an ascendancy which Mr. Ecmunds has not. 
You cannot sit in the gailery tnree days without 
seeing the frequent recurrence to these Sena- 
tors for advice—the refe ence to some past inci- 
dent or practice—where long legislative exneri- 
ence and absolute purity of life makes gentlemen 
gladly defer to their statement or to their judg- 
ment. This was a sort of powerin the Senate 
which Mr. Sumner himself never gained, though he 
had long legislative experience, therough willing- 
ness to serve, and was absolutely pure.

AFFECTING THE RAILROADS. 
PREVENTING ‘‘SHOKT BILLING’’—CANADA 
SOUTHERN AND MICHIGAN CENTRAL. 

The Joint Executive Committee representing 
trank railway lines was in session at Commi-sioner 
Fink’s office during the greater portion of yester- 
day. The meeting was held with closed doors and 
a large amount of routine business was transacted. 
Matters of importance relative to the freight car- 
rying traffic were discussed, and various points were 
referred to sub-committees for adjustment. The 
committee to which was referred the matter of ad- 
justing the tariffs from Western cities to interior 
points, andof putting a stop to the practice of 
short billing, submitted a report during the after- 
noon, which was adopted. The report fixed the 
freight rates from St. Louis, Indianapolis, Cincin- 


nati, and other Western points to lake ports and 
interior cities in a way that. it is expected, will be 
likely to prevent anything like short billing here- 
ow and will also result in the through rates 
eing absolutely maintained. The Executive Com- 
mittee will be in session again to-day. 

It nas been weil understood in Wall-street for 
rome time that plans were under consideration 
looking toa close business compact between tie 
Canada Southern and the Michigan Central Rail- 
road Companies. Representatives of the two com- 
panies have held several confererces in this City 
within the past fortnignt. One result of these con- 
ferences is shown in a circular issued to the steck- 
holders of record of the Canada Southern Railway 
Company, calling fora meeting to be heid in the 
pffices of the company in St. Thomas, Ontario, on 
Noy, 30, “*to consent to an agreement with the 
Michigan Centra! Railroad Company under the pro- 
visions of section 60 of the Canadian Railway act 
of 1879."" The section of the Railway act reterred 
to in the circular provides for the lease of the Can- 
ada Southern for 21 years, the lease being renewa- 
ble at its expiration. The purpose of the control- 
lers o the company is said to be to execute sucha 
lease to the Michigan Central at the meeting called. 
The present trafiic arrangement between the two 
companies expir3s on Dec. 1. By the terms of the 
existing agreement the Michigan Cen'ral has been 
giving a portion of its business to the Great West- 
ern of Canada; the new arrangement will give it | 
all to the Canada Southern, the Great Western 
having been absorbed by the Grand Trunk of 
Canada. 

The annual meeting of the stockholders of the 
Hannibal and St. Joseph Railroad Company was 
hela yesterday at the offices of the company, No. 
80 Broadway. This was the first meeting of stock- 
holders since the recent purchase of the road by 
the Gould srndicate. The following Board of 
Directors was elected: Jay Gould, George J. Gould, 
Russell Sage, Solon Humphreys, Sidney Dillon, F. 
L. Ames. John Bloodgood, Myron P. Bush, and 
William Dowd. Mr. Dowd was re-elected Presi- 
dent and Russell Sage was made Vice-President.

He was also very frugai,and would object to the 
free use of coal. When more meat was cooked 
than was required at a single meal Mr. Stokes 
would give orders to have it placed on the table at 
the evening meal, and if this was not done 
he would insist on having the meat brought 


to the table. He would also carry any 
of his clothes which might become_ torn 
orizjured down stairs to be mended. Mr. Stokes 


was harsh and despotic. Once when Willie Stokes 
rang the door bell late at night it annoyed Mr. 
Stokes, and the next morning at breakfast he told 
bis son if he was going to be out late every night 
he should carrya key. Mr. Stokes did not like Mrs. 
Moore. and he always treated her rudely. Once 
when she called at Mr. Stokes’s house ‘she came 
bouncing in, and said, *How are you, uncle?” 
** Did he bounce her?’ inquired Surrogate Rollins. 
The witness did aot know. “Did he kiss her?’ 
paid Mr. Bangs, ‘‘She kissed him,’ the witness re- 
plied. The witness said he did not remember what

STORMY WLATHER AT SEA, 

The bark HattieG. McFarland, Capt. Mc- 
Farland, from Brunswick, Ga., which arrived at 
Quarantine late Tuesday night, had an extremely 
ttormy experience. during which one of her crew 
was lost overboard. She sailed on Oct. 43, with 
a cargo of lumber, about 35,000 feet of which 


were secured on deck. All went well until 
the 3d inst., when the bark was in latitude 36° and 
longitude 75°. A heavy north-easterly gale then 
set in and continued for several days. During the 
night of the 4th the sea was terrific and the vessel 
labored violently. At6 o'clock next morning the 
storm-Was Very severe and the watch on deck went 
tothe pumps. An enormous sea swept up from 
port and struck the bark just forward of the miz- 
zen chains. Twoof the men, Mathias Mathieson 
and Jobn Anderson were washed from the pumps. 
‘The former was swept overboard, w¢ile the latter 
was caughtin the rigging on the starboard side. 
The man overboard was seen struggling on the 
_ crest of a Sea for an instant and then disappeared. 
Neo'boat could be launched, owing to the heavy 
sea. Anderson. who clung in the rigginc, had his 
leg broken. The upper works were iniured and 


the sails were torn, and the lashings of the deck- 
load gave way. The waves swept the entire deck- 
load overboard. The storm continued until noon 
on Monday. Mathieson. the seaman who was lost 
overboard, was a native of Finland,

F. B. Thurber made an address setting forth argu- 
ments in favor of the adoption of a postal tele- 
graph. Mr. Thurber began his address by stating 
that the National Board of Trade, representing a 
majority of the commercial organizations of the 


country, had at its last two annua! meetings urged 
the adoption of a postal telegraph. Subsequent 
events, he said, had amply demonstrated the 
correctness cf tho report. Experience in the 
past had shown that competition between the tele- 
graph companies invariably ended in’ combination 
and that the public was ultimately obliged to pay 
forthe construction of duplicate lines which were 
not needed and which were only constructed for 
the purpose of forcing a ‘“* divide” of the enormous 
sums charged the public for a public service which 
Was a natural adjunct of the postal service. 

“It would seem,” said Mr. ‘Thurber, “that so far 
as electric communication is concerned, the only 
effective and feasible remedy against the present 
evils existing in this connection would be for our 
Government to follow the example of Great brt- 
ain, and take, without further delay, for public 
use, both the telegraph and telephone. The latter 
invention bids fair in the near future to supersede 
ina great measure the use of the telegraph. Al- 
ready circuits of many miles are worked in daily 
practice, and the various companies are combining 
and consolidating at a rate which bids fair soon to 
monopolize the entire business, with the inevitable 
result which occurs with all great organizations 
where prices are not fixed by law of overcharging 
the public which has been induced by low charges 


at first to make use of an _ invention 
until it so enters into the operations of 
our daily life as to become a _ necessity. 


Constitutional lawyers claim that the right exists 
in the people, through their Government, to take 
any property required for public use at an ap- 
praised value. Under this right t!.e State delegates 
its power to private persons or corporations for the 
construction of various public works. The ques- 
tion is now pressing for answer, shall the Unitea 
States follow the example of Great Britain, and, by 
buying existing lines or building new ones, give the 
whole people the benefits of electric eommunica- 
tion in all its forms at a reasonable cost, or shall 
it permit the present state of things to continue? 
In the one case, electric eommunication could be 
extended to every Post Office, whereas now less 
than one-third are reached, the charges could be 
greatly reduced and the large and constant growth 
in electric communication secured to the whole 

eople.’? Mr. Thurber urged that a strong attempt 

© made to remedy these abuses, and offered the 
following resolutions, the former of which had al- 
ready been adopted by the National Board of 
Trade, and both were adopted: 

Reso’ved, That theresults of the operation of the 
telegraph in Great Britain, as a part of the postal sys- 
tem of that country, are such as to commend the 
adoption of a similar system to the people of the 
United States. 

Resolved, Tnat the result of the recent elections is a 
gratifying response tothe work of this Doard and kin- 
dred organizations, in educating the people to resist 
encroachments upon their political and commercial 
rights, and an earnest that they will in the future 
support such men and such parties as will restrain 
corporate power and place a limit to its exactions 
upou the people, 

A communication from William Wicke & Co. 
was read, in which the firm complained of the high 
rates charged by various transportation compa- 
nies for the carriage of empty cigar boxes. The 
firm stated that double first class price was charged 
for these goods. Mr. Thurber, commenting on the 
communication, said that the manner in which 
transportation companies charged for and classi- 
fied goods was arbitrary in the extreme. Mer- 
chants were not consuited at all in the matter. A 
remedy for this state of affairs was to be anticl- 
pated when the appointment of an honest Railroad 
Commission was obtained. : 

Mr. A. B. Miller called attention to the evils aris- 
ing from the manner in which pipes vere being 
jaid under the street by the Electric Lighting and 
Steam-heating Companies. Mr. Miller complained 
that streets were often obstructed for weeks and 
even nonths while the pipes were being laid, and 
that the pavements were frequently replaced in a 
very reprehensible manner. This careless replace- 
ment of the pavement would appre 9 cause & 
great loss to the City. A committee of three, con- 
sisting of A. B. Miller, E. P. Martin, and Nelson 
Smith, was appointed with full power to inquire 
into the mat er, and to take such action, in behalf 
of the board, as might seem necessary.

AMUSEMENTS. 
* AIDA” AT THE ACADEMY OF MUSIC. 
The fourteenth night of Col. Mapleson’s 
season was given to the production of Verdi's 
“Aida.” The management certainly had nothing 
to complain of on the part of the public, for there 
Was a generous audience present; but the same 
public may not have foit equally satisfied with the 
management. There wasasense of unevenness 
that pervaded the performance and produced that 
unsatisfactory result that comes from some good 
singing and acting, some of fair average merit, and 
some decidedly bad. The house was filled and dis- 
posed te be enthusiastic, and the opera was put 
on the stage in the superb style in which 
Mr. Mapleson bas always presented it. The or- 
chestra, as usual, was firm and entirely satisfac- 
tory, and the chorus dia their share of the work 
faithfully.. There was, however, one fact that in- 
terfered materially with the success of the per- 
formance, and that was the Rhadames of Signor 
Mierzwinski, who made his first appearance in 
the character. It is not necessary to institute 
any comparisons with other representatives 
of the rdle. Judging it solely on its 
own merits, Signor Mierzwinski’s Rhadames 
was ai disappointment to his admirers, 
who like to hear him shout a thrilling high note, 
and to the calmer auditors who wish to hear good 
singing by competent artists. He was overweighted 
by the part, ard despite the advantages of his im- 
pressive physical presence and the powerful voice 
he possesses, which seems to be unlimited, he 
failed to make an impression, or to justify his 
claim to a high rank among operatic tenors. 
lt is not that Signor Mierzwinski was 
only passably good an oecasions, but that he was 
positively bad at times, which makes it necessary 
to give a decidedly adverse judgment to his claim 
to sing satisfactorily the music of Rhadames. His 
style lacks the refinement and poise of a self-pos- 
sessed and thorough artist. The impression he made 
in two other réles is confirmed by the ‘latest at- 
tempt, and unless he ean give us something 
mere than an exhibition of 
and wonderful lung power, he cannot be counted 
asan artist. His singing of ‘“*Celeste Aida’ last 
night was disgraceful. It was rough, out of tune, 
and served to chill the house for the remainder of 
the act. All this is said in kindly spirit, for Signor 
Mierzwinski has the advantages of youth, attrac- 
tive presence, and’ a noble voice, and with such 
equipments he ought to be a fine artist. 
At present he falls short of the mark. 
Mme. Galassi was the Amneris, and did fairly 
well, but the New-York public has been spoiled by 
the grand performance of the rédle which has been 
repeatedly given by another artist who has retired 
from the stage, and as the music does not suit 
the range of Mme. Galassi’s voice, she did 
not add materially to her own  profes- 
sional reputation or to the success of the 
opera. The Amonasro of Signor Galassi is too 
well known tocall forspecial mention. It has been 
repeatedly praised, and is recognized as one of the 
most powerful pesonations of this great artist. 
His return to the stage after a period of sick- 
ness was received with much applause by 
the audience, who recognize in him a 
singer of thorough cultivatien, with a voice 
of manly, beautiful quality, and an actor of un- 
common force. The Aida of Mile. Paolina Rossini 
deserves the highest praise. 
donna Mr. Mapleson has 
soprano, and with every performance she 
seems to improve. It is no light’ task 
to assume the role of Aida, and it is 
very creditable to Mlle. Rossini that despite 
some adverse circumstances she gave an intelli- 
gent, powerful, and brilliant performance. Mlle. 
Rossini was in good voice throughout the evening, 
and sang as an accomplished and finished artiste 
from first to last. It is not too much to say that 
no more skillful and satisfactory performance of 
** Aida”’ has ever been givenin New-York. If she 
had been adequately sustained the representation

A PARTY OF TRADERS CAPTURED ON A CO- 

LOMBIAN RIVER AND COOKED AND EATEN, 

Panama, Nov. 7.—The Panama Star and 
Herald contains the following account of a massa- 
cre of Colombian traders on the River Putumayo: 
“The River Putumayo is one of many which run 
from the eastern slope of the Colombian Andes 
about which little is known. Rising in the moun- 
tainous districts of the upper altitudes of Pasto, in 
the State of Cauca, it runs nearly 1,000 miles, re- 
ceiving in its course the tributary waters of more 
than 30 streams. Its banks aro partially known, 
but the world is yet in complete ignorance of 
the secrets contained in the immense territory it 
drains. It serves as the boundary between Colom- 
bia and Equador, and Colombia and Peru, while 
the extreme confines of Brazil run up to its mouth 
—1,200 metres in width where it rolis into the 


Amazon—where the Brazilians are anxious to seize 
another slice of territory to add to that vast em- 
pire whose products, population, and, above all, 
progress are not un a par with its ambition to ob- 
tain possession of the soil of its neighbors. In past 
times this same spirit of aggrandizement existed, 
and the Spanish authorities were so well aware of 
the fact that they kept a garrison 90 miles trom the 
mouth of the Putumayo, which was always pre- 
pared to prevent the Portuguese ascending the 
river in order to reach the southern districts of the 
former vice-royalty of Santa Fé de Bogota. 
“Within the past few years adventurous resi- 
dents in Pasto have endeavored to turn the riches 
of the river to account. It is navigable even in the 
upper part by canoes. After frequent petitioning 
Congress passed a law permitting the entrance of 
merchandise by the river free of all duty, with the 
result that some portion of the imports came by 
way of the Atlantic, were carried 2,000 miles up 
the Amazon by steamer, and thence by launch and 
canoe until they reached their market, within 300 
miles, as the crow flies, of the Pacific Ocean.

ing a very fair trade, exporting ivory nuts, 
india-rubber, vanilla, cascarilla, sarsaparilla, 
and other raw products in return for the goods 
brought in by them. Their success induced a 
young merchant of Barbacoas named Portés to 
engage in the same enterprise, and in company 
with some friends he established himself on the 
banks of the Putumayo, among the virgin forest 
which there covers every foot of ground. ‘they 
bad erected a house, made a small clearing. and 
already saw their way 'o a profitable business 
when they were visited by a number of Jevenetos 
Indians, who came ostensibly to trade. They were 
received well, and were apparently satisfied, but 
suddenly they attacked and killed the Colom- 
bians, 
The Indians 


have been establish- 


and afterward cooked and ate them. 
have never visited the Putu- 
mayo before, and no one has ever fallen 
in with them on the Amazon. Other tribes 
have also made their appearance in different 
places, and it is believed that some more powerful 
tribes are driving the weaker ones from the heart 
of the unknown forest regions, or that they are 
voluntary emigrants who will murder and plunder 
whenever opportunity offers. Residents on the 
frontier also suggest that they may have been driv- 
en from their homes, wherever they may be, by the 
slavers, whose vessels ascended several of the trib- 
utaries of the Amazon a few months ago in search 
of slaves and produce. This supposition will ap- 
pear exaggerated to all who are not aware that 
Indians are captured on all the interior rivers and 
carried off to different out-of-the-way regions, 
where they are compelled to work on the planta- 
tions which have been established far away from 
anything bearing even a semblance to civilization. 
It is probable the death of Sefior Portés and his 
friends will attract the attention of the Colombian 
Government to those long-neglected regions of the 
Republic.”

CHILI ABOUT TO TREAT FOR PEACE WITH 
IGLESIAS OR 
NOTES, 

Panama, Nov. %.—The negotiations com- 
menced by the Chilian Government with Garcia 

Calderon, through the mediation of Mr. Logan, are 

reported to have finally terminated and Calderon 

is said to have returned to his place of confinement 
at Angol. Itis believed that he at first agreed to 
cede to Chili Tarapaca, Tacna, and Arica to the 
line of the river Sama, but afterward changed his 
opinion on the matter and was only disposed to 
cede the first of these provinces, to the line of the 

Valley of Camarones. This put a temporary ter- 

mination to theconferences. Subsequently they 


were renewed, having as a basis the conditional 
surrender of Tacna and Arica, the ultimate owner- 
ship to be determined by the United States at the 
expiration of 15 years. Now, as already stated, the 
discussion has terminated, and it is probable 
the Chilians will next treat with Iglesias or 
Pierola, should the latter come out. Meanwhile 
the situation in Peru is becoming worse day by 
day. The Departments of Junin, Ayacucho, Are- 
quipa, Puno, and Cuzco, where the undisciplined 
forces of Caceres and Montero are to be found, are 
in a lamentably miserable state, The fields, reaped 
by the Monteneros oruncuitivated from want of 
security and laborers, hardly produce the crops in- 
dispensable forthe food supply of the so-called 
army of Arequipa and of the banditti, who make 
war, notupon the Chilians, but upon their own 
countrymen. No authorities, properiy speaking, 
exist there, because the military chiefs hold at 
their disposal the lives and fortunes of the unfor- 
tunate inhabitants. In the districts occupied by 
the Chilians the Peruviens are forced to pay war 
contributions, while foreigners are indirectly 
placed in the same category by being compelled to 
p:y import and other duties, which are far higher 
than under the Peruvian régime, and which are 
ordered and collected bv the military. 

Near Tarata a guerrilla band appeared a short 
time ago, led by the famous Peruvian, Col. Albar- 
racin, Atroop of cavalry was sent out from Tacna 
under command of Vargas, anu the banbitti were 
surprised and completely destroyed, Albarracin, 
his son, some officers, and many soldiers being 
killed on the fie‘d. 

Lizardo Montero, who claims to be President in 
the absence of Garcia Calderon, has issued a 
proclamation calling a congress together. His 
decree says: ‘“‘1. Popular elections of Deputies 
and Senators shall be held in all parts of the re- 
public not occupied by the enemy, 2. Such elec- 
tions shal take place on the 9th of December, and 
the colleges shall meet on Jan. 1. 8, The Congress 
will meet in this capital (Arequipa) on Mareh 15 
next. 4. Congress on meeting shall determine 
how the departments and provinces occupied by 
the enemy shall be represented. 5. The elections 
shall take place under the provisions of the law of 
April 13, 1861. 6. The populace shall express in the 
electoral acts the special powcrs they wish their 
representatives to exercise.” 

Speaking of Mr. Lozan’s efforts on behalf of peace, 
a writer in one of the dailies remarks: ** Whatever 
may be the results which the future may produce 
through the friendly interference of Mr. Logan, 
all of us Chilians are under great obligation to him, 
since his efforts have undoubtedly been in-

OBITUARY. 


JOHANN GOTTFRIED KINKEL. 

A dispatch from Zurich announces the death 
of Prof. Johann Gottfried Kinkel, in the sixty-eighth 
year of hisage. Prof. Kinkel was one of the best 
known of the German poets and politicians, and 
his history is identified more or less with the his- 
tory of the German uation. He was born in Ober- 
cassel, a Village of Rhenish Prussia, Aug. 11, 1815. 
His father was a Protestant minister, and young 
Kinkel was early imbued with asense of piety, 
which induced him tostudy forthe Church. He 


entered the Gymnasium, and afterward the Uni- 
versity of Bonn, where he received the degree of 
Ph. D. He taught divinity nine years tn the uni- 
versity and then started on a tour through Italy, to 
qualify himself to bea lecturer on Christian art. 
On his return he secured the charge of one 
of the Protestant churches in Cologne, and 
while officiating’ in this capacity he be- 
came acquainted with Mme. Johanna Mochel, 
who had been divorced from her husband several 
years, and who was a Catholic. He became infat- 
uated with this woman, and married her in 1840, 
in spite of the opposition of the Faculty at Bonn 
and the Protestant clergy. The result of this mar- 
riage was that Kinke!l was expelled from the 
Church, and he then devoted himself to the study 
of history, and to modern art, making several voy- 
ages of exploration in the course of his studies. He 
rose gradually to new degress in the Philosophical 
Facuity at Bonn, and in 1845 gave a series of leo- 
tures on Asiatic history and dramatic literature, 
which proved very popular. 

Dr. Kinkel embarked heart and soul in the revo- 
Intionary movement of 1848. He organized a 
club of working men, published a pamphlet 
entitled, ‘‘Working Men, Save Yourselves!” 
and by means of his writings in the Ga- 
zette de Bonn and the ‘partacus became identi- 
fied as one of the leaders of the Democratic and 
Socialistic movement in the Rhenish Provinces of 
Germany. ‘The city of Bonn sent him as Deputy to 
the Chamber at Berlin, but after an attempt to 
take the royal arsenal at Liegburg by armed 
force Dr. Kinkel was obliged to fly to Prussia. He 
went to the Palatinat and engaged in the revolu- 
tionary agitation in the Grand Duchy of Baden. 
He joined the insurrectionary army as a private, 
and was taken prisoner by the Prussian troops in 
1849, and condemned to imprisonment for life by a 
court-martial in the fortress of Rastadt. Two years 
later he was brought before the Court of Assizes 
of Cologne and tried on a charge of attempting to 
seize the arsenal. He defended himself on this 
charge, and succeeded in securing a verdict of ac- 
quittal by the jury. He was then transferred to 
the fortress of Spandau to serve out the sentence 
she cope ye on him by the court-martial in the 

uchy of Baden. This transfer was made in Oc- 





tober, 1850, and in November of the same 
year Prof. Kinkel escaped from his prison 
by the aid of Carl Schurz. and _ his 


wife, and managed to make good his flight to 
England. Carl Schurz was one of Dr. Kinkel’s 
companions in the revolutionary movement in the 
Grand Duchy of Baden, had been himself con- 
demned to death, but had escaped just before the 
sentence had been pronounced. “He _ braved 
death once more,’ says Vaperea, ‘‘ traveling over 
all Germany to rescue his master and his friend.” 
After his escape from Spandau Prof. Kinkel came 
to this country in 1851, andin the following year 
went to England, where he secured a position as 
Professor in one of the universities. In 1859 he be- 
gan the publication of a German paper called 
Hermann, but he retained the editorial control of 
this paper for a short time only. In the Spring of 
1866 he went to Paris and attended the conferences 
on history and art. In the Fall of that year he 
was elected Professor of Archeology and of the 
History of Art at the Polytechnic School in Zurich, 
Switzerland, a position which he held until his 
death yesterday. 

Prof. Kinkel has published several works, some 
of which will long hold a place in the literature of 
ot the nineteenth century. Among the more prom- 
inent of his books are “ Otto, the Archer,” an epic 
poem; ‘The Country of the Aar,” “ Historyof the 
Painting, Sculpture, and Architecture of the Cnris- 
tian World;” “ The History of Art,” and **A Guide 
to the Valley of the Aar.” He was a frequent 
contributor to many journals and periodical re- 
views, and as an orator he displayed unusual pow- 
ers, His wife fellfrom a window in November, 
1858, and was Killed. This was a great affliction to 
the Professor, and he never thorough'y recovered 
from the shock. Many of his works have been 
translated into French, and he was recogniz-d as 
a - amet authority on all questions relating to 
art.

SAMUEL BROWN. 

Samuel Brown, a retired insurance broker, 
died in this City yesterday at his residence, No. 824 
West Fifty-eighth-street. Mr. Brown was born in 
Peekskill, New-York, Dec. 26, 1798. His father, 
Nathaniel Brown, was a member of the Society of 
Friends, and he himself became a member of that 
society and remained one all his life. He received 
his education at the hands of the Friends in Dutch- 


ess County, and in 1831 he came to this City and 
began to teach achool. He taught at first 
in the Friends’ school in Elizabeth-street, which 
was quite famous in its day, and afterward 
established a private school of his own. Among 
his pupils at different times were Assistant United 
States Treasurer Thomas C. Acton and Augustus 
and Richard Schell. Altogether he taught sehool 
for over 20 years. In 1832 he married a daughter 
of the prominent Friend and philanthropist Isaac 
T. Hopper. In 1850 he went into the insurance 
business, and in 1859 was instrumental in oreaniz- 
ing the American Exchange Insurance Company, 
of which he became the first President, and was a 
Director of itupto thetime of hisdeath. He re- 
tired from active business about two years ago. In 
February last he had a fall while walking out with 
his little granddaughter and had been unable to 
leave the house since. On Tuesday last he was at- 
tacked by pneumonia, which resulted in his death 
yesterday afternoon. He leaves a widow and one 
child, a married daughter, Funeral services will 
be held at the house at 3 P. M. on Saturday.

LOSs'ON UNSOLD BOOKS STRICKEN OUT’

—MR. WILKESON’S COMPLAINING LET- 


} TER AND MR. HOWARD’S ANTIDOTE— 
. THE CASE TO’ BE DISMISSED UNLESS 
OTHER EVIDENCE IS FURNISHED. 

, When Judge Barrett took his seat in the 
Supreme Court, Part IL, yesterday morning at 
10:30 o'clock, to hear the evidence in the case of 
Samuel Wilkeson against Henry Ward Beecher, 
‘Juror Carsten Droge was absent. He came leisure- 
ly in, when the court had been waiting about 10 
minutes, and was fined $19 for his tardiness. Mr. 

eecher came in about half an hour after court 
‘opened. He took a seat at the far end of a table 
upon which counsel rested their elbows and which 
was occupied with papers and copies of the “ Life 


of Jesus the Christ.” He wore an overcoat with “4 


rape, which he did not remove. After jotting down 
kh few notes h2 put his right hand up to bis ear and | 
gat in that position a greater part of theday. As 


the case went on Mr. Wilkeson came in and took 
n seat behind his counsel, Mr. Thorndike Saunders. 
It was his tirst appearance and all eves were turned 
toward him. The Judge, jury, and spectators saw 
e plainly but fau.tlessly attired old man, with long, 
cag locks and beard, and athin, colorless face, 

e was perfectiy composed and looked op likea 

‘disinterested spectator, except now and then 
when be whispered in the ear of Mr. Saunders. 

John R. Howard, of the firm of J. B. Ford & Co., 
which began the publication of the “ Life of Jesus 
the Christ,’ who was on the stand the day before 
for the prosecution, was recalled. There had, he 
said, certainiy been paid to Mr. Beecher on his un- 
completed work in royalties $3,047 60, and proba- 
biy $3,855 20. Mr. Howard personally urged Mr. 
Beecher to go on with the work and complete it, 
both on account of the firm and the agents, who 
vere complaining bitterly because the promises to 
them were not kept. The money for the publica- 
tion of the work came from the capital contributed 
by the members of the firm, the publication of 
other books, and from the sale of John H. Pulis- 
ton’s interest in the concern to A. K. P. Welch. 
From the signing of the contract to the date of 
the insolvency of the concern there was no time 
= iors the work in fuil could have been pub- 
asned. 

Mr. Shearman took up the cross-examination of 
the witness. Mr. Howard said he did not know 
that subscriptions was taken verbally. The con- 
tracts with the subscribers were in writing. Mr. 
Sherman asked if it was nota fact that the part 
issued was not marked Volume I. inside or outside. 
Mr. Howard thought that it was marked Part I. in- 
Bide and marked with a star outside to indicate 
that the work was incomplete. There were left 
over unsold 988 copies of the bound quarto edition 
‘and 5,629 unbound, and 1,969 copies of the bound 
octavo edition and 2,150 unbound, which at the fig- 
ures given would amount to $11,415 45. Mr. Shear- 
man said he could show that the firm made a 
profit of from $5,000 to $7,000 0n the book, and 
if the item of over $11,000 were stricken out 
it would not be necessary to go on with 
the cross-examination. The firm printed an un- 
necessary number of books. The opposing counsel 
consulted and agreed to leave out the surplus 
amount of books. Mr. Shearman directed atten- 
tion to the fact that Ford & Co. in 1869 bougbt the 
\Church Union and, after changing its name to 
‘Christian Union, prevailed upon Mr. Beecher to 
take the editorship of it. The circulation ran up 
to 130,000. Mr. Shearman proved by Mr. Howard 
that this was at the time work was in progress on 
the “Life of Christ.”” This heavy responsibility 
‘was placed on the shoulders of Mr. Beecher, who 
jbent all his efforts in that direction to the neglect 
~<A book. Ina letter dated Noy. 13 Mr. Howard 
paid: 

“You seem to feel hurt at our want of trust In you. 
What other fecling can we have but trust in you ? Our 
rontract with you we never dreamea of pressing—whny 
should we? Last Summer when you furnished 600 
pages, instead .f 800, we cheerfully accepted. We 
are in your hands. You are not only our hope, but 
our sole reliance.” 


Two letters were submitted by Mr. Shearman 

that proved bombshells in the case. The first was 
written by Mr. Wilkescn, Sept. 16, 1873, after 
patience seemingly had ceased to be a virtue with 
the writer: 
\. My Dear Mr. BevcuER: The firm of J. B. Ford & Co. 
have at this day invested of their capital in your un- 
finished * Life of Christ” the immense sum of $40,000, 
as our books show. The sales of the volume issued 
amount to 23,534 copies. Our receipts above expendi- 
tures amount to $30,000. In unbound sheets and in 
stock generally of the first volume we have locked 
ap §15,090. The sales of the first volume 
have nearly ceased. In reply to my _  ques- 
tions ‘to-day, one of my copartners said to me 
“‘the saies are nothing to sneak of; indeed, it is now 
the poorest book we have got to sell.” The reason is 
that it is not known when the work will be finished; 
that our Canvassers cannot name a time when the 
purchasers can receive the second volume; and that 
people will not take the first any more with the risk 
of uot getting the other. This is the reason why our 
ten-thousand-dollar contract in Great britain for a re- 
print of the work is wortthless to us. The English 
never buy a first volume of any work, except a great 
history or a book of iliustrated mechauntcs, while the 
residue is unwritten and unpublished. 

Mr. Beecher, the firm of Ford & Co. is out of money; 
It is now aborrower. The faultof this is yours land 
yours wholly, Had you performed your contract 
with us the sales of the work would long ago have re- 
imbursed the investment and made protits. The con- 
cern would have been in funds and would have the 
capital to enlarge its business and reward labor—cer- 
tainly it would have been saved from the damage and 
shame of being compeiled to go into a stringent 
merket and borrow money. No reason can be given, 
my friend, for your failure to fulfill your engagement 
to us, which, either in law or conscience, will excuse 
the laches, for currently, through ail the time since 
you agreed to perform, you have for various rewards 
Yound ample time to do other literary work, and have 
uonue it. earning large sums of money thereby. I 
sviite not harshly, but truthfully, when I[ say 
that your best excuse for your non-performance 
of your agreement with my house is 
that you preferred to do other work and make other 
rroflis; that the labor was irksome to you; that its 
Buccessful performance depends on your moods; that 
you nad discounted your intellectual interest in the 
‘work. Neither one nor the other of these excuses will 
relieve you in !aw or equity from your duty. A con- 
tract should be sacred. It should be performed. This 
is a business engagement based on acash payment to 

ou of $10,000, which you greatly needed to establisn 

your son in life. You have had our money. We 
ought to have had your book. I appeal to 
you, Mr. Beecher, to finish that work, and at 
once. It is your duty to do it. To my younger and 
‘less rich partners your delay to do it has been oppres- 
sive and cruel. I feel pound to add that if the reasons 
wvbich have thus far availed to keep us out of the sec- 
ond yolume and pile up $15,000 of our capital in un- 
salable sheets and other stock are to continue, you 
Bre moraily bounu to cancel your contract and re- 
turn to us the moncy that has been paid to you. Af- 
fectlonately, yours, SAMUEL WILKESON, 
‘ Thecase from this point hinged on the second 
letter, from Mr. Howard, which was dated Sept. 
19, 1873, and signed *Jack.”” After detailinga trip 
to Eoston, Hartford, and elsewhere, from which 
Mr. Howard had just returned, the letter went on: 
| “T have not realiy time to write to you this after- 
moon, but one thing imust say: Yesterday I found 
on my desk press copy of a letter to you in the manu- 
‘script of our redoubtable friend and copartner 8. W. 
Tasked Ed (Edward L. Ford]if Sam [Mr. Wilkeson] 
had sent the letter, (of which I had never before 
heard a whisper,) and hesaid ‘yes.’ Tom tola him 
he was going to write you something, but wouldn’t 
say what, and wouldn't let him see it till after he had 
gone. Now Ed norI (nor you for the matter of that) 
deny the facts, but we do both want you to know that 
the putting forthof them atthis time andin that 
Way is contrary to our feelings ana judgment and 
our wishes. Kor my own part, I comprehend now bet- 
ter than ever why it has been impossible for you to 
have the ‘sap flow’ during the past two years, and 
while I should have written vou within a day or two 
urging you to finish up the proofs so that 
the type might be cast, the quarto book overrun, 
and matters that much put ahead, ready 
to march fast when you do begin to feel it possible to 

roduce. I certainly must protest against Sam's 
etter, andIshalldoso to him as wellastoyou. I 
think the working up of the proofs would probably 
help todraw your mind again to the subject, and 
with fair weatner this Fall you could do much with 
the book before Spring. But it is the spirit of the 
fetter which [ (and as I know Ed too) disapprove of 
ana refuse to be even tacitly bound by it.” 

The prosecution did not know of the existence of 
Mr. Howard's letter, and it put a new aspect on the 
case. Mr. Shearman said he could show that in the 
state of Mr. Beecher’s mind it was impossible for 

im to take up the work after Sept. 19, 1873, and 
complete it. Mr. Saunders said damages for delay 
were not claimed, but for the failure to supply the 
book within reasonable time. When asked what 
he did claim, Mr. Seunders replied that he claimed 
that Mr. Beccher did not complete the work in 
1873. From Sept. 19, 1873, to Jan. 1, 1874, Mr. How- 
ard knew of no member of the firm urging Mr. 
Beecher to finish the work, nor was he requested 
during 1874 to resume writing. The sale of other 
ef Mr. Beecher’s books which Ford & Co. pub- 
lished fell off in 1874 and 1875. Months elapsed 
when not a single copy was sold. 

“Don’t you know,” said Mr, Shearman to Mr. 
Howard, ‘that the receipts of Ford & Co. for the 
work were more than the expenditure’ A.—It 
would seem so. ; 

» Q.—Have you any doubt? A.—No, Sir. 
! O.—And the failure of the firm was not on ae- 
pount of the work? A.—I think not. 

John B. Ford testified that at the time of the con- 
tract he set forth the necessity of the early com- 

letion of the work. Healsotold Mr. Beecher in 

he middie of 1873 of the urgency of the work, and 
Mr. Beecher promised to go on with it. There was 
no talk on the subject afterward that Mr, Ford re- 
membered. 
+ The testimony of Mr. Ford concludedjthe evidence 
for the prosecution, and Mr. Shearman asked the 
dismissal of the case. No case had been made out. 
He urged four points: Thatno demand was made 
after 1873; that no time was ever set tor the com- 
pletion of the work; that the accounts repeatedly 
showed the firm to be indebted to Mr. Beecher, 
and that the plaintiff failed to prove his_willing- 
mess to perform duties incumbent on him and 
neglected to pay all the ‘royalties. Mr. Wilke- 
son, in his senedule, said he had no demands except 
those mentioned in it, and Mr. Beecher’s name did 
not appear in it. Mr. Saunders said ther~ was a 
positive contract. The letters of Messrs. Wilkeson 
and Howard and the words of Mr. Beecher, in his 
reface, all fixed atime, inasense. It could not 
expected that Mr. Howard, who was on the 
most intimate terms with Mr. Beecher, would deal 
in harsh terms in addressing him. 

Judge Barrett said that his opinion, from the pe- 
‘culiar circumstances of the case, was that some 
actual notifieation of Mr. Beecher by the firm was 
necessary to put the defendant in the position of 
the violator of acontract. The contract was for 
18 months, but it was allowed to go on 
‘and its purpose was entirely waived. It 
vas no common literary effort, but an 
extraordinary one. Mr, Beecher could only write 
ween he wags in a mood forit. One partner as- 
sumed strong terms at last. and another, with 
equal power, three days later wrote a letter whose 
whole tone waived all haste, and allowed Mr. 
Beeuber to go on as he liked. Evidently the book 
was left to be completed when the “sap flowed. 


after 1873 he could 


not be pnt in the position of a defendant without 
eome notification, which it was the cuty of the 
firm to give. “It seems to me,” Jndge Barrett add- 
ec, “that under these circumstances no caw has 
been made out.” 

Mr. Saunders said Mr. Howard’s letter was a sur- 

rise. He asked for time to !oox through the firm's 
etter-books to see If some demaud on Mr. Beecher 
had not been made. Judge Barrett said something 
pretty clear would be required, something more 
than a letter from one person. Mr. Saunders re- 
ferred toastrong letter dated in January, 1874, 
which Mr Ford remembered having written, but 
could not tell whether it was mailed. That, the 
Judge said, had not been admitted and he 
knew nothing about it. Mr. Saunders suggested 
the drawing of a juror to allow the trial to be re- 
commenced, but Judge Barrett said that aftera 
fata! defect had been developed that would be un- 
fair to the defense and jury. The case could not 
have been dismissed on the simple evidence of ac- 
counts, but those added strenzth to the defense. 
The plaintiff was given until this morning at 10:30 
to turnish additional evidence. Before the adjourn- 
ment Judge Barrett brought a smile tothe long 
«a oma face of Juror Droge by remitting

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MR. BERGH NOT PRESENT. 


DOG-FIGHTING GENTLEMEN ENJOYING A 
GREAT BATTLE NEAR THIS CITY. 


Dog fighting gentlemen were in their glory 
yesterday. Two battles were fought within 10 
miles of this City. The first occurred in the morn- 
ing andthe second and more terrific in the after- 
noon. The aristocrats who revel in such sport sat 
in light wagons drawn by fast trotters and speeded 
over the road shortly after noon to a quiet village, 
where they were welcomed by the more humble 
who had reached the spot by railroad. They assem- 
bied in the refreshment department of a large 
frame structure and were in exceeding good 


humor. Diamonds and gold jewelry were lavishly 


displayed. The necessity. of being cautious 
in fixing the time and place of encoun- 
ters between dog warriors was discussed, and 
it was intimated that Mr. Henry Bergh would 
indeed be a happy man if he and_. his 
officers should appear upon the scene. .Many 
sporting gentlemen from Boston, Brooklyn, and 
Troy, besides a large delegation from this City, 
were in attendance. They stood in front of the 
building and viewed the cottages in the sparsely 
settled village. None of the natives were visible, 
and there were no signs that the sport of the after- 
noon would be interfered with by the ofticers of 
the law. No one in the throng seemed unduly ex- 
cited. It was apparently understood by every 
one that vociferous language would be promptly 
checked. When a man with a fierce black mus- 
tache appeared witha bundle of red tickets the 
sporting gentlemen quickly gathered around him 
and paid $1 for each of these tickets. Then 
the purchasers ascended a staircase in the 
rear of the bar-room and reached a large 
room, in which seats had been arranged 
after the manner of those under acircus tent. In 
the centre was the pit, about 12 feet in length and 
5 feet in width. About 250 men quickly took seats 


on five tiers of rough pine boards. Those closest 
to the pit, and ableto rest their chins upon the 
wood-work surrounding it, were the merriest, and 
were objects of envy to those who sat in the —_—— 
tiers. Inthe pit were a large wash-tub, a wooden 
pail, and three tin cans of liberal size. The audi- 
ence stared wildly at these things. Menon the 
upper tiers placed their feet on the coat-tails of 
those on the lower seats, and all were crowded so 
closely together tnat in the event of Mr. Bergh’s 
arriva) many would have been seriously injured in 
attempting to escape. 

It was understood that the match was for a 
purse of $300, and that the fighters would eaeh 
weigh 30 pounds. Daddy, owned by a young Bos- 
tonian, was to be pitted against Jack, an English 
dog, owned by a New-Yorker, Both animals were 
descendants of a long line of famous fighting 
dogs, and great interest in the result of the battle 
was said to be felt in sporting circles in many 
cities. Jack was first carried into the ring, and as 
his handler carefully held himin the large wash- 
tub an assistant covered the dog’s eyes and mouth 
with a white pocket-handkerchief. Then the han- 
dler, a veteran, proceeded to carefully wash the dog 
with soap and water. Jack was a brindle, and 
would not be classed among lap dogs. While in 
his bath several gentlemen in the audience rent 
the air with offers to wager small or large sums 
against him. Men who bore striking resemblances 
to those who implore pedestrians in the streets to 
give them sufficient money to secure a night's lodg- 
ing displayed money in profusion, and one of the 
seediest of such sportsmen was supplied with bank- 
notes of the denomination of $100. The betting 
was very brisk until Daddy was brought into the 
pit. He was a white dog with black ears, and 
would not be mistaken for a child’s pet. Jack was 
taken from the wash-tub and dried with towels. 
Then a friend cheerfully placed his overcoat at the 
disposal of the handler, and Jack was covered with 
the garment sothat he might not be chilled by 
stray gusts of fresh air. Daddy was likewise bathed 
and dried by his handler,a young man from Bos- 
ton. A referee had been selected. The dogs 
were yet blindfolded with pocket-handker- 
chiefs, and their handlers struggled hard to 
hold them still. The crowds on the tiers 
were greatly excited. Fists stuffed with green- 
backs were wildly shaken. The betting was lively. 
When the referee gave the word for the beginning 
of the fight the handkerchiefs were removed from 
the eyes of the dogs and each gave vent to a bark. 
As the handlers let go their hold the animals 
sprang at each other, and one of the most desper- 
ate fights ever witnessed in the neighborhood of 
this City took place. Daddy, the American dog. 
secured a hold on the English dog’s throat, and, 
they wrestled for five minutes before the latter 
dog shook him off. The first knock-down was an- 
nounced for Daddy. The fight lasted for two 
hours and ten minutes, and during much of the 
time the audience was breathless with excite- 
ment. Daddy was the most desperate fighter of 
the two, but the prediction was made by some 
of the gentlemen in the front row that he 
would be worried into retirement by the Eng- 
lish dog. ,After one hour Jack was crippled 
and panting as though dying. Daddy was 
merciless, and continued to attack the almost 
lifeless English warrior. Just as one gentleman 
offered to wager $10 against $100that Jack wus 
dead the animal seemed imbved with new life. and 
he made the American dog how] with pain. When 
Jack was motionless his admirers did not desert 
him. They continued to back their opinions that 
he would win the fight. At intervals he fiercely 
struggled with the American dog, but his limbs 
were unable to bear his weight. The efforts of 
Daddy’s handler to persuade him to turn were 
many and vexatious. Atlength this much desired 
movement upon the part of Daddy was made, and 
Jack was unable to move from his corner in order 
to renew the fight. Daddy thus became the victor. 
Like the vanquished hero, he bore many scars. Jack 
was almost dead, and it was believed by the trainers 
that neitherof the dogs would recover from the ef- 
ects of theencounter. Severalthousandsof dollars 
were lost and won on the event. When the crow'ls 
departed from the building and sniffed the bracing 
country air they were like children at play. Those 
who returned by train to this City were conspicu- 
ous passengers and attracted much attention. ‘To 
anxious inquirers some of them said that they were 
returning from a pigeon-match and others blandly 
remarked that they had been in attendance at a 
camp-meeting. Allof the dog-fightiug gentlemen 
congratulated themselves upon the fact that neither 
Mr. Bergh nor any of his officers had disturbed the 
harmony of the occasion.

THE CAUSE OF THE FiRE STILL UNKNOWN 

Fire Marshal Sheldon yesterday concluded 
the investigation into the origin of the Park Thea- 
tre fire. The only additional testimony taken was 
that of Hamilton Weaver, the stage machinist, 
who had previously testified. He said that the 
chemical engine beneath the stage was tested about 


@ month before the fire and worked all right. 
At the time of the fire ne ran down beneath the 
stage and started it himself, put it did not work. 
There were six hand-extinguishers in the bouse, 
three of which were on the stage. They were 
tested five or six weeks before the fire. Some of 
them he understood were used during the fire. He 
used one himself, and it worked all right, but the 
fire had gained such headway that the extinguish- 
ers were practically useless. There were 10 or 12 
pails of water kept on the stage especially for fire 
purposes. The fire-alarm boxes on the stage did 
not work for some unaccountable reason. Mr.

THE LAW SAID TO BE UNCONSTITUTIONAL— 


PAYMENT TO BE RESISTED. 

A meeting of the representatives of corpo- 
rations doing business in this City whose articles 
of incorporation are filed in other States was 
held in the Metropolitan Hotel yesterday for tie 
purpose of taking some action to protest against 
the special tax which is levied on the capital stock 
of foreign corporations. Among the geatlemen 
present were M. J. Woodruff, of the Russell & 
Erwin Manufacturing Company; S. H. Willard, of 
Holmes, Booth & Haydens; C. S. Landers, of Lan- 
ders, Frary & Clark; O. J. Rathburn, of the Harris 
Woolen Company; D. W. Kernan, of the Bridge- 
port Brass Compuny; Mr. Holden, of the Wheeler 


& Wilson Manufacturing Company; W. H. Con- 
verse, of the Winchester Arms Company, and Mr. 
Dickinson, of the Benedict & Burnham Manu- 
facturing Company. Mr. M. J. Woodruff was 
elected Chairman of the meeting and C. 
L. Meade _ Secretary. Mr. Woodruff an- 
nounced that he had _ given special atten- 
tion to the subject. of State taxation on foreign 
corporations. ‘All of us who represent foreign 
corporations,” said Mr, Woodruff, “ have received 
notices from the State Controller to make to him 
statements in regard to our business, on or before 
to-day. The law under which we are required to 
make this statement lays a special tax upon the 
eapitai stock of our corporations beyond that 
which 1s collected on corporations holding their 
power from the State of New-York. Unlike other 
taxes, it is collected directly by the State Controller. 
The rate of taxation is not fixed; it depends en- 
tirely on the success of the business house which is 
taxed. A corporation with a capital ot $1,000,000 
is called on to pay a tax of 1 
on a profit of 6 percent. The committee of which 
I am the Chairman,”’’ said Mr. Woodruffin con- 
clusion, ** was appointed toinvestigate this matter 
and to call a general meeting of the foreign corpo- 
rations to take action on the subject. We bave 
employed counsel in order to know how thé law 
is interpreted by the Controller, and how tne 
law can be interpreted. Our general purpose is to 
have aconcert of action, by means of which we 
can yet relief under this most unjust law. The law 
as it stands is a special law, putting a special tax 
on foreign corporations, and if we give to the Con- 
troller the information which he asks we simply 
spread the details of our business on the records at 
Albany, to be shown to the entire world. The 
Controller, under this law, calls on all of us to tell 
our business to every competitor. That is the 
practical effect of the law taxing foreign corpora- 
tions. This meeting is cailed to see if by some con- 
certed action we may not, as foreign corporators, 
do something to protest against a tax which is un- 
just in itself and which we believe to be unconsti- 
tutional.” Mr. Woodruff, at the conclusion of his 
address, introduced Mr. L. C. Ashley, who, he said, 
had been engaged by the committee to investigate 
the question as to whether the tax could be suc- 
cessfully contested. 

Mr. Ashley made a long address, in which he re- 
viewed the entire subject of the tax on foreign 
corporations, and concluded that the tax was a 
special one and could be successfully resisted, ‘The 
tax, he said, was unjust, oppressive, and impolitic. 
It discriminated between the corporations doing 
business in this State and individuals or partners. 
The corporations were taxed, whild the individuals 
or partners were not taxed. The result was that 
the individuals or partners were given an advan- 
tage over the corporations, and this was unjust and 
not in accordance with the principles laid down in 
the Constitution of the State and of the United 
States. Mr. Ashley thought the representatives of 
the foreign corporations had a good defense to 
make in protesting against the payment of the tax, 
and he believed that if one of them should make a 
test case by refusing to pay it he would win the 
suit. In conclusion Mr. Ashley said: ** I would ad- 
vise those present to contest the levy of the tax, 
and to apply to the Legislature for a repeal of the 
law imposing the tax.” 

George S. Hastings, counsel for the Winchester 
Repeating Arms Company, said that the Controller 
bad practically admitted that the law couid not be 
enforced, by his circular calling on the foreign cor- 
porations to give a statement of the amount 
of capital actually employed in business in 
this State and proposing to tax only this capital. A 
resolution was offered, and passed unanimously, 
continuing the committee which called the meet- 
ing, instructing them to prepare petitions to the 
Legislature calling for the repeal of the special tax 
law, and assessing the corporations interested one- 
quarter of 1 mill on every dollar of their capital 
stock to pay the expenses of suzh suits as may be 
instituted by the Controller to enforce the pay- 
ment of taxes under the law. 
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DIAMONDS GONE ASTRAY.

AN EMPTY BOX RECEIVED, WHICH SHOULD 
HAVE CONTAINED GEMS VALUED AT 
$32,000. 

When a box shipped by I. Pickard & Co., of 
Paris, to Louis Strasburger, No. 15 Maiden-lane, 
New-York, which was supposed to contain dia- 
monds to the amount of $32,000, was opened in the 
presence of Examiner Stevens, in the Second Di- 
vision of the Public Stores, in Washington-street, 
yesterday, it was found to beftilled with paper. Col. 
Ira Ayer, Special Agent of the Treasury Depart- 
ment for the Second Division, in the absence of 
Capt. C. C. Adams, in company with Appraiser 


Howard and Deputy Collector Jones, at once insti- 
tuted an inquiry, and la-t night sent the result of 
his investigation to Secretary Folger, in Washing- 
ton. The box came by the steam-ship City of 
Chester, of: the Inman Line. The diamonds 
were shipped from Paris to Liverpool, by way of 
London, by express. Thomas Kinsey, the purser of 
the City of Chester, said the package was received 
on board the ship in “*bad order.” He carefully 
wrapped it up, tied it securely, and after impressing 
his private seal on it, put it in the mail-room, where 
it remained during the passage. It was in the 
same condition when received here as when de- 
livered into the hands of the purser. At first the 
purser was disinclined to take the package, buat 
finally concluded to do so. He did not, however, 
think a robbery had been committed. The 
package was a rough wooden box, 15 
inches long, 11 inches wide, and 12 inches 
deep. The directions were rude, and neither 
the box nor the inscription corresponded with 
those of the usual diamond package, which is or- 
dinarily much smaller, more secure, and carefully 
addressed. The conclusion reached was that the 
original package was taken entire, and the one 
brought from Liverrool substituted for it while in 
transit between Paris and that port. Everything 
went to show this. Part of an English newspaper 
was found inthe box. Pieces of wrupping-paper 
when put together snowed the inscription, * Con- 
tinental Parcel Express Company. No. 53 Grace 
Church-street, London,” and the address, ** Stove- 
ly & Co,, No. 82 Dale-street, Livernool,’? from 
whom the purser of the steam-ship received the 
package. ‘he officers conducting the investigation 
were convinced that the work was done on the 
other side, and will return the box to allow an in- 
quiry to be made in Engiand and France.

CANVASSING THE CITY RETURNS. 


THE ALDERMEN BEGIN THE OFFICIAL COUNT 
OF THE VOTES. 

After appointing over 40 clerks to help them 
the Aldermen, acting as a Board of Canvassers, 
began yesterday to make the official count of the 
votes cast at the recent election in this City. A 
protest was received from James Oliver, who was 
an Assembly candidate in the Second District. Mr. 
Oliver declared that in the Twenty-first Election 
District Francis Marriott, Chairman of the Election 
Inspectors, was too drunk to attend to his duties; 
that the United States Supervisor ejected every- 


body except the Inspectors from the place when 
the polls closed, and sealed up the boxes. The 
protest was referred to the Committee on 
Protests, and then the canvass was proceed- 
ed with, beginning with the First Election Dis- 
trict of the First Assembly District. Things 
Tan along smoothly for some time, when 
tne talkative Alderman Fitzpatrick discovered 
that one of County Clerk Butler’s private clerks 
was examining the returns after they had been 
canvassed. The Alderman objected, and Mr. But- 
ler, who is by law clerk of tne Board of Canvassers, 
declared that he had a right to have the Alder- 
men’s returns compared with those sent to his 
office, and he proposed to do it. Fitzpatrick re- 
plied by moving that the returns be handed back 
te the Chairman as fast as read. The County Clerk 
then declared that he would not assist in the can- 
vass without a legal opinion as tu his rights. Alder- 
man Martin insinuated that Mr. Butler was inter- 
fering with the business of the board, and the 
County Clerk retorted that he intended to do his 
duty, and that Mr. Martin could appeal to the 
courts if he didn’t like the County Clerk’s ways. 
Alderman Sauer then took a hand in the talk, and 
informed Mr. Butler that be was simply a clerk of 
the board, and had no business to do anything but 
obey his superiors, the Aldermen. The discussion 
was getting decidedly warm when Alderman 
Roosevelt proposed, as acompromiss, that one of 
Mr. Butler’s clerks be allowed to watch the count 
as made by the Aldermen. This was accepted, and 
a clerk was stationed where he could look over the 
shoulder of the canvasser. During the progress 
of the count various technical errors were 
discovered and referred to the Committee on 
Corrected Returns, so that the exact vote 
in the various distriets was not determined yester- 
day. The vote for Assembly, as canvassed in the 
Second District, was 2,790 for Maher and 2,691 for 
Oliver, giving the former 99 majority. For Alder- 
man, Kirk has 3,027 and Wild 2,465. Aftera recess 
the Aldermen took up the Third and Fourth As- 
sembly Districts, the canvass of which was not 
completed until alate hour. To-day the votes of 
the Twenty-first, Fifth, Sixth, Seventh, and Eighth 
Districts will be counted. Among the assistants 
opposed by Mr. Butler were Messrs. Charles P. 
Miller and C. W. Dayton, who volunteered their 
services in order that they might watch the can-

CARING FOR OUR PUBLIC SCHOOLS. 
NEW TRUSTEES NOMINATED—NEW COMMIS- 
SIONERS NAMED BY MAYOR GRACE. 


At the meeting of the Board of Education 
yesterday City Superintendent Jasper reported a 
total registration of 139,887 pupils, with a daily ay- 


erage attendance of 127,794. These figures exhib- 
ited an increase of 7,049 in enrollment and 7,780 in 
attendance, as compared with the corresponding 
period last year. The number of pupils on regis- 
terin the evening schools on the last day of Octo- 
ber was 12,597, with an average attendance for the 
month of 9,895. These figures showed an increase 
of 1,635 over those of the same period last year. 
The number of pupils refused admission during the 
month was 1,612. A resolution was passed award- 
ing the legal representatives of Annie J. Kelly. late 
teacher in Grammar School No. 40, who died 
July 20, the proportionate amount of vaca- 
tion salary due her.
